T0 REPAVE MICHIGAN ANENUE. 


The South Park board has just received 
$80,000 from the wrecking companies, the 
purchase price of the World’s Fair buildings, 
and proposes to spend it as soon as possible 
in making needed improvements on the boul- 
evards under its jurisdiction and in beautify- 
ing Jackson Park. 3 

The board held its annual meeting yester- 
flay and decided to expend the $80,000 as 
foliows: 

Repaving Michigan avenue from Congress 
to Thirty-ninth street with granite macadam 
‘ata cost of $40,000. 

Repairing Oakwood boulevard in a similar 


- Manner, cost $7,500. 


Repairing Drexel boulevard, $3,000. 

Construction of a bridle path twenty feet 
wide along the Midway Plaisance, $1,000. 

General carrying out. of Frederick Law 
Oimsted’s plans for improving Jackson Park. 

Officers for the year were elected as fol- 
lows: | 
President, Joseph Donnersberger. 

Auditor, William Best. 

Treasurer, John R. Walsh. 

Secretary, E. G. Shum way. 

Anumber of appointive offices were also 
filled, the most important of which was that 
of attorney. Ald. J. R. Mann being chosen, 
vice A. W. Green, at a salary of $3,000, The 
other officers were reélected as follows: 
Superintendent and Engineer, J. Frank Fos- 
ter, $5,0C0; Landscape Gardener, Frederick 
Kanst, $5,000; First Assistant Engineer, 
Charles Levinge, $2,400; Superintendent’s 
stenographer, C. M. Heller, $1,200. The 
office of Assistant Secretary was abolished 
with its salary. A position for the present 
incumbent will be found elsewhere. The 
park policemen will hereafter be obliged to 
purchase their own uniform. Their pay 
stays at $75 a month. 


Equestrians Ask Favors. 


When the board got together the members

President Donnersberger said Michigan

would cost $40,000. There was little dis- 
cussion. The boulevard from Thirty-niuth 
street north will be resurfaced and the lime- 
etone will be replaced with granite macadam 
at a cost of $40,000. Oakwood and Drexel 
boulevards were ordered repaired. No pro- 
vision was made for bicycles in the way of 
The Commissioners expect to 
have a big bicycle question to settle before 
long. 

H. N. Higinbotham asked for permission 
to hdve the Columbus caravels anchored in 
the north lagoon near the museum. The 
request was not granted. 

The news of the receipt of $80,000 for the 
World’s Fair buildings was impatred and the 
The improvements 
of Jackson Park will be pushed rapidly. 
They are in outline as follows, as given 
Landscape Architect Olmsted: 


View of the Lake. 


_ The finest thing about the park is the view 
of Lake Michigan. Toenabie the public to 
@njoy the ehore and the view ashore road is 
to be built from the north end of the park, 
passing southward between the museum and 
the beach, crossing the north‘inlet by a bridge 
and terminating atthe south inlet. The road- 


-Way will stop there in order that the inlet 


may be keptopen for boats. Between the 
inlets the road will follow a gentile curve 
three-quarters of a mile in length. The ter- 
minal circle at the end of the sweep of shore 
will bea landing-place for boate, as durmg 
the World’s Fair. The principal restaurant 
of the park may be here, as was the Casino. 
Its windows will command a view of the lake, 
the curving shore, and the sheltered anchor- 
age of the south haven. 

When it may in course of time become nec- 
@ssary to connect thisdriveway with one from 
the city it will be necessary to remove one of 
the existing park shelters, which may then be 
placed outside the connecting driveway and 
near a point of entrance to the park. A site 
for a swimming pavilion is on the beach just 
horth of the north inlet. 

A dam and a lock will be built near a land- 
ing in the north haven to divide it from the 
lagoon. The landing will be for the use of 
oats which can pass under the bridge, and 
for the life-saving crew. The south haven 
having no bridge across its mouth will be 
open to sail boats. This haven will’ have a 
water surface of twenty-two acres. The 
shores will be paved or * riprapped,” but 
about the inner port a gravei beach will prove 
permanent. Floats and landings will be pro- 
vided. 

South of the haven a branch of the main 
circuit drive can be carried up to the top of 
& low hill to be formed of material derived 
from the lagoon. From thisa good view of 
park and lake may be had. 
~Atthe north end of the part the Field 
Museum naturally dominates the vicinity, 
The style of its architecture is classic and 
formal. Asa result ail’ roads and paths in its 
neighborhood must follow lines correspond. 
ingly symmetrical with those of the building. 
The north end of the lagoon just to the south 
of the museum will be made to take on a 
formal shape. The channel connecting it 
with the long lagoon further south is to be

The basins and lagoons are to be enlarged, 
und the plans suggest shore lines, which have 
been studied with great care. The wooded 
island isto be maintained. In the place of 
two bridges joining the north end to the main- 
land there will be one longer structure. The 
plans provide for pretty landings for the use 
of electric launch passengers. 

The principal station for rowboats ‘and ca- 
noes is designed to be placed in the cove just 
north of the bridge, under which a proposed 
canal through the Midway will enter the la- 
goon. This will make the boats readily ac. 
cessible from Stony Island avenue, from the 
steam railroad, and the Midway, 

Between the principal lagoon, the two 
havens, and the lake shore is a plain once oc- 
cupied by the Manufactures Building. This 
isto beturned over probably to the tennis 
players. The area of this field is twenty-four 
acres, 

Tn the southwest corner of the park there 
wil} be, according to plan, a playground of 
sixty acres. There will be room for baseball, 
football, and other games. It is possible that 
a building forthe servingof lhght refresh. 
mants may be here erected. The field will be 
circled by a bicycle track. There will be a 
storage place for wheels. As a contrast to 
the lake shore and lagoon scenery the broad 
green of the playground will be an addition 
to the variety of the landscape. 

Between the main body of the lagoon and 

Stony Island avenue there remains a strip of 
land big enough for open-air gymnasia such as 
are in use in Boston. The plan indicates a 
ePlayground for small children placed between 
two small buildings, one of ‘Which belongs to 
the men’s and the other to the women’s side 
of the field. A running track one-quarter uf 
a mile in extent is to be provided, and 
gymnastic apparatus of al! kinds. 

The headquarters of the adininistration of 
Jackson Park, the Midway, and Washington 
Park will be kept where they now are in 
Washington Park. 

The Music Court, where crowds may gather 
about the band etana, will occupy the prom- 
ontory between the principal lagoon and the 
north haven. The court will be shaded by 
trees, but its surface will be gravel. It will 
descend gently from all sides towards the mu- 
sic stand like an amphitheater. The site is 
convenient tothe great body of the popula- 
tion of the present day. 


COUNT VON KESSLER DIES IN PARIS, 


His Demise Recalls a Social Affair He At- 
tended in America. 

New York, May 22.—[{Special.J—A cable 
dispatch announces the sudden de&th in Par- 
is of Count Adolph William von Kessler. 
His father was a Lutheran minister. He 
married Miss Alice Lynch,a great beauty and 
a daring horsewoman, whom he met in Bom- 
bay. She brought her husband a princely 
fortune. Count Kessler spent considerable 
time in this country, where he had many in- 
terests, including a big Texas ranch. He was 
one of the founders of the Eden Musée and of 
the Society for the Promotion of Art. Paris 
was greatly shocked some years ago by the 
alleged implication of the Countess von Kess- 
ler in the abstraction of valuable papers 
from the office of Boulanger when he was 
Minister of War. Ample retractions were 
made. 

One of the last social functions attended 
by Count Kessler was given at the Eden 
Musée the night of May 4, when Baron and 
Baroness Joachim Carl von Scheliha gave 
a musical entertainment, followed by a sup- 
per and dance. The Baroness, a beautiful 
woman, is alsoa musical composer. Among 
the guests were Count von Arco, Baron 
Schleppenbach, Baron Nechtritz, and Count 
De La Ranceire.. When Carl Biringer, the 
manager of the café, sent around his bill 
of $300 to Baron Scheliha, he received a po- 
lite note from the Baroness. She was sorry. 
The Baron had been called away, but would 
return soon and pay it. The Baron hasn't 
been heard from since. 

Biringer remembered that the Baron had 
introduced himself as a member of the Ger- 
man Legation. Inquiries showed that Sche- 
liha was unknown there except that the 
home government had made inquiries as to 
his whereabouts and advertisements had 
been put in the German newspapers to at- 
tract his attention, but without effect. Bar- 
oness Scheliha, who was a Miss Bayliss of 
Chicago, was horrified tonight when asked 
about the ‘‘little debt.’’ 

“Why, it is only a few dollars,” she said, 
“and my husband will pay it as soon as he 
returns, He is engaged in some diplomatic 
work at present.’’

‘* I consider,” said Dr. Hourwich, . “‘ that 
this item in the Weekly emanates from the 
university authorities, and I am in fact in- 
formed whence it comes. The article was 
published Feb. 14.

Snappy’ Police Order, with Threats of Vig- 
orous Prosecutions Back of It, Scares 
the Grogsellers Into Shutting Their 
Places=Some Obliged to Buy Locks for 
Their Doors=The Levee Appears Dreary 
and Deserted=Saloon-Men Who Sell 
After the Hour to Close Passes.

mediate grievance oscillates about an item 
which appeared in the University of Chicago 
Weekly, whose managing editors at the time 
of publication were F. W. Woods and T. W. 
Moran, son of ex-Judge Moran. Extracts 
from an article under date of April 14, 1895, 
read thus: 

“His (referring to Dr. lwA..Bourwich) 
resignation was asked for because he was an 
Anarchist of a radical type and actively en- 
gaged in such work. No man, whether 
student or teacher, is wanted in the univer- 
sity who is actively working for the sub- 
version of all social order. The policy of the 
University of Chicago is to permit every man 
to take active part in politics if he desires 
and to promulgate the views he believes in so 
long as they are not subversive of all social 
order.”’ 

Upon reading the aforementioned article 
Dr. Hourwich wrote a reply and submitted it 
to the Weekly; the college paper refused to 
publish it,as Dr. Hourwich says, * because 
the university would kick me out if I did,” 
referring to student F. W. Woods, one of the 
Weekly editors. The rejected reply included 
acertitied copy of a letter written by Prof. 
J. Lawrence Laughlin to Dr. Hourwich under 
date of Oct. 8, 1894. To thié letter Dr. 
Hourwich charges his resignation, It reads: 


in Tue Tripune an article purporting to be 
based upon an interview with Secretary Good- 
speed of the university, in which he is re- 
ported as having said the university would 
place no restrictions upon the political opin- 
ions or activities of its instructors so long as 
such opinions or activities were not subver- 
sive of aH social ir the p» of the 
publication of both interviews esident 
Harper was out of the city and the only of- 
ficial representative of the university at that 
time was its Secretary. I have evidence to 
show that Tue Trreune story and the Weekly 
item came from the same source The editor 
of the Weekly in his retraction of April 16 
says: ‘The item was printed after careful 
investigation, but upon what we deemed to be 
the best authority.’ 
Tracing the Source. 

‘** Now, the best authority in such a matter 
is the official representative of the university 
or the head of the Department of Political 
Economy, consequently the item must haves 
emanated from the Secretary of the university 
or from Prof. Laughlin, butas Prof. Laughlin 
refused an interview on the subject solicited 
by the Times, a fortiori, he would not have 
given anything to the Weekly. I therefore in- 
fer that the only official authority in the ab- 
sence of President Harper was the Secretary

First Christian Congregation Is 
Torn Asunder. 


DOORS LOCKED AND BARRED

ADHERENTS OF THE PASTOR FEW. 


There i# a keeper in the First Christian 
Church, Gakley avenue arid Jackson boule- 
vard, and, like the keeper of whom the 
psalmist sung, he neither slumbers nor 
sleeps. Sunday morning he will turn the sash 
of the stained glass window and, taking his 
stan agside the locked front door, will 
itstealltee sermon which the gray-haired , 
old pastor, Dr. J. F. Wilcox, will preach 
from a dry goods box in the street. 

There on the rough pavement the doctor 
will plant his makeshift pulpit and preach 
to one section of his congregation and to 
such of those passers who will pause to lis- 
ten, whileanother section, composing, as the 
pastor admits, the greater part of his flock, 
will go over to the newer Garfield Park 
Christian Church to listen to a younger 
preacher. . 

All this comes of the First Christian 
Church being divided against itself. Some of 
the members of the congregation were anx- 
ious to join with the Garfield Park Church 
and to form a union church, under the name 
of the Monroe Street Christian Church. This 
wish grew out of the fact that the churches 
were close together and the fields encroached 
one upon the other. Meetings were held by 
both congregations jointly and separately, 
and many of the First Church wanted the 
union formed, and all the members of the’ 
Garfield Park Church were of like mind. 


Stay by the Old Church. 

Dr. Wileox and his following would not 
agree.

Mr. Larrabee finished his state- 
ment with the remark that the keys are now 
in his possession, and he would take care 
none of the half-dozen held meetings in the 
church in the future. 

Mr. Larrabee says the reason for consoli- 
dation was solely on account of the fact that 
there were three churches where it was con- 
sidered twe would be sufficient. He denies 
the story of “ spite work ” back of the action 
of the seceding faction, and declares the 
pastor’s peculiarities of faith cut no figure 
in the matter.

The prospects of the com- 
pany are estimated as calling for such sac- 
rifices from the bonds as to make it useless 
for stockholders to attempt to satisfy bond- 
holders’ demands and hope for any return 
on the amount of money required for the pur- 
pose. 

The present canvass for proxies to be used 

,at the coming Oregon Improvement election 
for a new management is.not to be regarded 
as a reflection upon the presént manage- 
ment, but is undertaken rather to secure such 
changes as will place the Great Northern‘in 
control. 

This statement is made on good evidence 
that such is the present intention. The 
simultaneous buying today of Great North- 
ern and Oregon Improvement stocks is siz- 
nificant under the circumstances.

NOW GOES TO ALTGELD 


DRAINAGE OANAL BILL 18 THROUGH 
SENATE AND HOUSE 


Passes the Latter Body by an Overwhelm- 
ing Majority~Prustee ‘Cooley Appar- 
ently After a Nice Berth if the Bogardus 
Ship Waterway Measure Lands Safely= 
Representative Lowenthal Is a Farmer 
Now-=<* Private Joe ” Drops Inona“ Lee- 
tle Beeseness.” 

Springfield, Iil., May 22.—[Special. ]—The 
Chicago drainage bill was read a third timein 
the House this morning and indorsed by that 
body by an overwhelming vote. It goes to the 
Governor for approval. 

The measure was introduced in the Senate 
early in the session and for a time was bitter- 
ly contested. Every effort was made to im- 
pede its progress, and a strong sentiinent was 
worked up against it. The valiey people in- 
sisted that swing bridges.and other nuisances 
should be provided for in the bil!, which in 
reality does nothing but give the people of the 
drainage district the power to tax themselves 
for the completion of theimprovement. An 
amendment satisfactory to all parties con- 
cerned was made the subject of an agree- 
ment. While not exactly germane to the bill 
it met with the approval of many of the most 
conservative members of the Legislature. It 
made provisions for a sufficient flow of water 
to dilute the sewage, and the Drainage Com- 
missioners, recognizing the fact that this 
could be done without the increase of adollar 
in cost, accepted the proposition, 

Commissioner Eckhart has been here all 
through the session working for this bill. He 
has labored incessantly for the measure day 
after day, and has just cause to be proud of 
the result which he has accomplished with the 
hearty codperation of many of the best men 
in the General Assembly. The people of Chi- 
cago owe the success of the measure mere to 
Mr. Eckhart than to any. one else, the mem. 
bers cf the General Assernbly who assisted in 
the work always excepted. 

Look Out for Brother Cooley’s Bill. 


This winds up the drainage legislation, al- 
though there is a bill over in the Senate en- 
titled **‘ A bill for an act to promote the con- 
struction of waterways.’’ This measure was 
introduced by Mr. Bogardus and it contein- 
plates preliminary surveys, etc., for the crea- 
tion by tne State or the General Government 
or anybody else that wiil do the work ofa 
great big shipcanal. The bill appropriates 
$25,000 to make the survey and it gives the 
Governor the power to appoint, by and with 
the advice of the Senate, a Commissioner of 
Waterways, who shall be a civil engineer ** of 
recognized standing and ability on waterway 
questions.’”” This Commissioner is to make 
maps and plans and specifications and recom- 
mendations, prepare bills and report to the 
Governor. 

This is Brother Cooley’s bill. Brother 
Cooley got in on the Drainage Board and he 
basn’t been much benefit to the success of 
that project.. His ideas have always been op- 

yused to those of a majority of the board, 
le is the agitator and expounder of the 
swing bringe nuisance. Luckily for the peo- 
pie of the drainage district Mr. Cooley’s term 
of office expiresthis fall. There is no chance 
on earth for him to get renominated and re- 
elected to the office which he now holds, a 
fact which he probabiy recognizes. A Com. 
missionership of Waterways, with $25,000. to 
epend, would be to his liking. This waterway 
bill contains some queer provisions, It sus- 
pends and holds in abeyance ‘“‘any authority 
pertaining toany public, corporate, or other 
body organized under the laws of this State 
in regard to any matter which may prejudice 
the carrying out of a proper water way project.”’ 
It has also some provisions about park and 
lake fronts which are not generally under- 
stood. If this bill becamea law a Commis- 
sioner of Waterways who was disposed to be 
obstreperous might yet fasten the swing 
bridge nuisance on the people of the drainage 
district. The bill needs ‘scrutiny and careful 
examinatic 

“Farmer” Lowenthal Right in It, 


Solomon lL, Lowenthal represents the 
Third Senatorial District. He is a smart, 
bright, dapper young nan of pleasing ad- 
dress, and enjoys a good reputation as a law- 
yer. Solomon is essentially a city man, but 
within the last two weeks he has experienced 
a change of heart. He wears hickory shirts 
now, and he has espoused the cause of some 
of the country members of the Legislature 
who have up to this time been unable to make 
much progress with their favorite measures. 
Solomon has been exceedingly wrathy at the 
powers that be for not recognizing his new- 
found friends, There are thirty ar forty men 
in the House who are dissatisfied, and they 
meet morning and afternoon to agree on 
plans of action. They met tnis inorning, and 
after discussing the situation agreed on some 
things they wanted. A committee was ap- 
pointed to goto the Speaker and teil him 
what was uecessary to be done, and Solomon 
was on the committee. in fact, he was the 
spokesman of the organization. 

Incidentally it might be well to remark 


‘that Mr. Lowenthal introduced a bill yester- 


day which forbids the granting by City Coun- 
cils of permission to. lay gas pipes and elec- 
tric wires except with the consent of a ma- 
jority of owners of frontage for each mile or 
fraction ofa mile. It was read a first time 
gnd at once sert to second reading, reference 
to a committee not being deemed necessary. 
This afternoon * Farmer’’ Lowenthal had 
his bill advanced to third reading and it was 
made a speeial order for tomorrow morning 
immediately after the reading of the journal. 
Its chances of passage by the. House are 
deemed remarkably good.

Edward 8S, Taylor, Prof. R. L. Comstock, 
John A, Childs, and George P. Merrick, a 
delegation of Evanstonians, are here in the 
interest of Senate bill 428, known as the 
Sheridan road and North Shore improve- 
ment bill, It contemplates the organization 
of park districts on the lake shore north of 
Chicago by the election of Commissioners in 
a defined district on petiton to the County 
Court. The purpose of the bill it to complete 
Sheridan road and to save the lake shore and 
beach from private ownership in isolated 
places, so that it may be-one continuous lake 
shore or beach driveway from the north line 
of Chicago to Waukegan and the State line. 
The bill passed the Senate, was read a first 
time in the House, and then referred to the 
Committee on Parks and Boulevards, The 
sentiment of the committee is decidedly in its 
favor and the delegation has assurances that 
it will be reported promptly and favorably 
by the committee, 

The so-called farmer members of the House 
held another caucus this morning, It was re- 
solved to make an effort to secure the consid- 
eration of the Curtis school text-book biil by 
the House, but later in the day it was decided 
to wait until tomorrow. The following steer- 
ing comnmittee has been appointed: Cochran, 
Chairman; Green, Perry, Chailacomhe, Low- 
enthal, Burroughs, and Bailey. 

The Senate Committee on Railroads held a 
meeting immediately after the morning ses- 
sion and voted to report with a favorable rec- 
ommendation Senator Kingsbury’s bill pro- 
viding for the protection of railroad employés 
and for the lives of the general public. 

Senator Bartling’s resolution recommend- 
ing that Congress appoint a commission to 
investigate and report on the government’s 
obtaining the control and ownership of the 
railroads for the public benefit was tabled, as 
were also the following bilis: Senator Craig’s, 
amending an actin relation to fencing and 
operating railroads; Senator Mussett’s, re- 
quiring railroad corporations to keepa switch- 
man at the main line switches; and Senator 
McCloud’s, requiring persons and corpora- 
tions operating street cars to provide for the 
well-being of their employés. 

Final Adjournment June 14, 


This Legislature will come to an end June 
14.. The Senate this morning clinched the 
resolution to that effect by ezonting it. Some 
of the members of the House thought they 
had best recall the resolution from the Sen- 
ate, fearing they could not close up the work 
of the Legislature by the middle of next 
month. The Senate heard of this and settied 
the business beyond question by the adoption 
of the resolution. 

Senator Littler’s revenue bill, which was a 
special order on third reading, was called up 
and read. On motion of Senator Aspinwall 
its further consideration was postponed until 
next Tuesday. 

Senator Crawford called up his railroad 
bilis, which were a special order on the con- 
sideration of the Governor’s veto messages. 
They were postponed until 10:30 o’clock 
next Tuesday, when they will come up as a 
special order. 

The House was exceedingly breezy all day. 
Thomas B. Needles, who presided at the 
Monday night session, and made a good 
maay temporary enemies by adjourning the 
House in accordance with an. agreement he 
made with the Speaker, was the “ king pin ”’ 
of the session this morning. He got a good 
many things he wanted for the Chester Prison, 
and during the afternoon he landed his oleo- 
margarine bilj, which passed the House and 
was sent to the Senate. The appropriations 
are progressing rapidly under Mr. Needles’ 
supervisiun, and they could ail be put out of 
the House this week and next if need be. 

The Bogardus bill defining train robbery 
and making it a capital offense, after having 
several amendments tacked on it in the 
House, was advanced to third reading. 

House bills on third reading were then 
taken up. The bill of Mr. White of McLean 
for the prevention of blindness was passed. 

Mr. Merritt’s union label bill was passed— 
yeas, 85; nays, 2. 

The next bill on the calendar was the one 
introduced by Mr. Glade amending the elec- 
tion law. Mr. Kent wanted the bill recailed 
to second reading tor the purpose of amend- 
ing it so as to provide for the settlement of 
contests over nominations for Drainage 
Trustees. Mr. Needles said this was only an 
attempt to delay the passage of the bill, and 
on his motion Mr. Kent’s motion te recall the 
bill was laid on the table. Mr. Revell, Mr. 
Burke, Mr. Kent, and Mr, Fleming made 
speeches against the bill and Messrs. Eakins, 
Berry, Boyd, Cochran, and Cailahan advo- 
cated its passage. The bill was passed—yeas, 
110: nays, 8. The measure was prepared by 
John R, Fanner, Chairman of the Republican 
State Central committee, and W. H. Hinrich- 
sen, Secretary of State and Chairman of the 
Democratic State Central committee. Mr. 
Hogan gave notice of a motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the bill passed. 


FAVORABLE TO HUMPHREY BILL, 


The Humphrey Measure to Come Before 
the House Soon, 

Springfield, Ill., May 22.—It was currently 
reported in lobbies of various hotels here to- 
night that the Live Stock and Dairy commit- 
tee of the House had held a secret meeting 
tonight and had made a favorable report 
on’ the Senate bill allowed pool-selling on 
race tracks ninety days each year. Sev- 
eral members of that committee were 
seen tonight, but each denied the truth 
of the rumor. They eaid, however, 
that within the next two or 
three days the bill would be favorably re- 
ported to the House.

TRY TO CRY IT DOWN. 


SILVERITES BELITTLING MEMPHIS’ 
HONEST MONEY OONFERENOE, 


All Sorts of Derogatory Stories About Its 
Promoters in Circulation — Meeting 
Bound to Be a Representative One= 
Solid Business-Men of the South a Unit 
for a Sound Currency—Peculiar .Condi- 
tions in a Newspaper Office—Similar 
Gathering Called at Philadelphia. 

Memphis, Tenn., May 22.—{Special.]—Free 
silver advocates are working themselves into 
a fury of excitement over the sound money 
conference to be held here tomorrow, and to- 
night the town is alive with stories derog- 
atory to the gathering and its promoters. 
All of these can be traced directly to men 
who are interested in belittling the work of 
the conference and many interesting compli- 
cations have arisen. Every hour makes ‘it 
more and more evident that the business- 
men of the South, irrespective of politics, 
are for sound money and against the free 
silver craze. The solid merchants and bank- 
ers, even in the most bourbon of districts, 
realize that a return to free coinage means 
a checking of the revival of prosperity which 
has undoubtedly set in thronghouwt the 
South, and they are coming here tomor- 
row, 3,000 strong, to say so in unequivocal 
terms. This is what angers the politicians 
and their dupes, and as argument has failed 
to overcome the sober, common-sense judg- 
ment of business-men they depend upon 
falsehood and misrepresentation. 

The South has been in no similar throe of 
excitement since the reconstruction days 
following the.close of the war. A fair il- 
lustration of the situation may be found 
in the course.of the Commercial-Appeal, 
which is one of the most influential papers 
in this section. W. J. Crawford, the Presi- 
dent of the Commercial-Appeal company, 
is a leader in the sound money movement, 
and so is G. C. Matthews, associate editor 
of the paper. Mr. Crawford acted as Chair- 
man of the combination of Memphis men 
who called the conference, and is outspoken 
in his advocacy of an honest financial pol- 
icy. Mr. Matthews today madé a speech 
before the Tennessee Bankers’ Association 
in which, while eloquently giving the oppo- 
site side, he.treated with consideration the 
theories of the free silver men. 


Editor-in-Chief Commits the Paper. 

The paper is managed by a board of nine 
directors, and of these seven are strong in 
opposition to the silver craze, having so 
voted at a recent meeting. One would think 
under these conditions the Commercial-Ap- 
peal would be a sound money paper, but it is 
not. The editor-in-chief is E. W. Carmack, 
and he is a pronounced silver man. Before 
the fight assumed serious proportions Mr. 
Carmack "committed the paper to his ideag, 
and while his superiors and associates are 


‘working hard against the theories he advo- 


cates they have deemed it unwise to makea 
radical change in the policy of the journal 
which is supposed to air their views. 

Editor Carmack is one of the men who 
charge bad faith on the part of those who are 
managing the conference. Heallegesit was 
originally intended to be a conference—in 
fact, a sort of symposium—in which men of 
all political and financial faiths could gather 
and indulge in a free exchange of their ideas 
with the purpose of uniting on same common 
plan of’ action. This Editor Carmack as- 
serts has been changed through the machin- 
ations of Congressman Josiah Patterson of 
the North Tennessee district so as to freeze 
out all the free silver men and make only 
gold monometallists eligiblé as delegates. 
The conference, Carmack says, was con- 
ceived and born in fraud and will not bea 
representative gathering. 

As an offset to the conference the free sil- 
ver men have arranged to have ex-Con- 
gressmanh Bftyan of NebrasKa’speak here 
Friday night of this week, and a silver con- 
ference has been called for June 5. 

Mr. Crawford, who is the «chief owner of 
the Commercial-Appeal, tells a widely dif- 
ferent story, and sizes up the situation like 
this: 

We want an expression of opinion from the 
leading men of the South on the money question, 
and to this end Memphis men have mereiy taken 
the initiative. What the conference will do is 
purely a matter of conjecture. We are only the 
organizers. Afterthe session is under way the 
delegates will shape their own program and 
course. Early in April the Cotton Exchange, 
Merchants’ Exchange, Lumber Exchange, Mann- 
facturers’ Association. and Young Men’s Busi- 
ness League, all of Memphis. sent ont a call for 
a conference in this city on May 23 to be made 
up of delegates from representative lines of busi- 
ness in the “interest of a sound and stable cur- 
rency and better banking facilities.” Invitations 
to the number of 5,300 were sent broadcast to 
boards of trade, exchanges, banks, and individ- 
uals. These invitations said plainly the object 
of the conference was to propag‘ite a sound finan- 
cial basis, but would not prevent the bodies who 
accept them from sending free silver delegates if 
they chose todo so. There has been no deceit, 
no fraud. Everything has been fully and frankly 
announced and there is no occasion for charges 
of bad faith at the eleventh hour. 


How the Invitations Read. 


Henry Hotter, Secretary of the Memphis 
Cotton Exchange, is the man who acted as 
Secretary of the meeting which called the 
conference, and it was Mr. Hotter who sent 
out the invitations, an essential point in 
which was the following resolution: 

Whereas, Believing the time is ripe for the 
propagation of sound financial ideas and that an 
interchange of opinion among Southern people 
on the currency question would be fruitful.of 
good results: therefore be it 

Resolved, By the Memphis Cotton, Merchants 
and Lumber Exchanges, Manufacturers, Young 
Men’s Business League: That a convention is 
hereby called to assemble at Memphis, Tenn., 
Thursday, May 23, 1895, to be composed of dele- 
gates chnsen by the people of the Southern 
States who believe in the necessity of a sound 
and stable currency and better banking facili- 
ties, in erder to fully restore and in the Sanam to 
maintain prosperity among the people, and to 
this end the codperation of all commercial, man- 
ufacturing. agricultural, and industrial organi- 
zations, as well as the. codperation of all good 
citizens, is hereby earnestiy invited. 

‘* How there could Le any misunderstand- 
ing of this puzzies ™m-~-.’ said Mr. Hotter to- 
night. ‘* There certainiy was no attempt to 
limit their receipt to sound money men, for 
I mailed 5,300 or tnem. Of these some 2,000 
were sent to bourds of Trade, exchanges, 
banks, and similar institutions. The other 
2,200 were sent to representative business 
firms taken from Bradstreet’s rating books.”’ 

In answer to the charge that no free-silver 
man had been asked to address the confer- 
ence when it was understood Senators Pugh, 
Blackburn, and Gordon would be invited, 
Mr. Crawford says John G. Carlisle is the 
only man who has been asked to make an 
address and he was invited becausé¢ he is 
Secretary of the Treasury. A round of the 
leading bankers and business men of Mem- 
phis makes it plain that on a poll of the vot- 
ing population seven-tenths of Tennessee’s 
people would be for free silver. While the 
thinkers are against it, and hope by such 
action as the holding of tomorrow’s conrer- 
ence to change the situation, it is undeniable 
that the bulk of the politicians are crying 
for cheap money. 

Cashier S. P. Read of the Union and Plant- 
ers’. Bank, put it this way: 

One-balf of .the free silver people are innocent- 
ly ignorant. These we can probably convert to 
sound ideas. The other half dre frands who 
want -to gota 50-cent dollar to pay their debts 
with. With these chaps it is no use to weste 
time. They are frauds from choice. 

President Schulte of the First National Bank 
holds the same views. In fact neariy every 
banker and business-man of any standing in 
Memphis is for a sound currency and they say a 
similar condition exists generally throughout 
the South. 


Strong Bourbon for Sound Money. 


It certainly does in this State, for at the 
annual meeting of the Tennessee Bankers’ 
Association today every speech was of a 
sound money tenor, especially that of Capt. 
John G. Leathers of the Louisville Chamber 
of Commerce, who is here is a delegate to 
the monetary conference, but was invited 
to address the bankers. His address was 
noticeable from the fact that he is an ex- 
Confederate soldier and a Bourbon of Bour- 
bons, but he sounded the slogan of honest 
money in no uncertain tone. 

It is a certainty that at their closing ses- 
sion tomorrow morning the Tennessee 
-bankers will adopt resolutions against free 
silver coinage. Democrats and Republic- 
‘ans are fast uniting on an honest money 
basis, and there is an ontspoken feeling 
here in favor of a disintegration of party 
lines in order to get concerted action at the 
‘polls. It is. no ry a question of party 
politics, it is argued. What they want isa 
sound and stable money to insure the pros- 
perity of the Nation. =.-

Séveral new schemes were suggest- 
ed at a meeting of the Executive committee 
yesterday for working up interest and arous- 
ing enthusiasm among Democratic voters. 
Dan Root, Chairman of the Fourth Ward 
Auxiliary, was at headquarters. telling the 
committeemen they must wake up and do 
something. Complaint is made that the Ex- 
ecutive committee’ gets together in star 
chamber sessions and talks about what 
ought to be done, but accomplishes nothing. 
The league has been organized five or six 
weeks. It started out determined to take 
control of the party in this city and State.

ket. Clerks and office men are putting in 
twenty hours a day in the offices, where 
from 8,900,000 to 10,000,000 bushels of grain 
are dealt in dally. 

The latest recorded quotation for wheat 
was 7744 cents, the highest, in fact, for the 
day, but the advance was taken up witha 
vengeance. Wheat touched 79% cents on 
the curb after the close of the regular geg- 
sion, and it came little short of making a 
leap to the 80 cent point. ;

dangered by the Income Tax Decision. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—[(Special.J— 
Genator Palmer made grand rounds of the

Merritt, and his duties will be to put an ap- 
praisment upon abandoned military reser+ 
yations in the United States.

Practical officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment declare steps will have to be taken to 
secure additiohal reyenue to meet the legiti- 
mate expenses of the government. The de- 
cision of the Supreme Court having deprived 
the Treasury of the expected $30,000,000 or 
more from the income tax, it becomes neces- 
sary to look about for some other available 
source of revenue. Of course; nothing can 
be done except to make suggestions until 
Congress meets, and as the President has 
emphatically declared he will not call Con- 
gress together in extra session no substan- 
tial relief is anticipated until next winter. 
In the meantime the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue proposes ,to cut off all further 
outlay in connection with the defunct income 
tax by dismissing Deputy Collectors of In- 

. ternal Revenue who were specially appointed 
to superintend the collection of this tax. To- 
day he sent a telegram to Collectors of In- 
ternal Revenue to dismi-# all extra officials 
appointed under the provisions of the in- 
come tax act at the close of business the 25th 
inst. As soon as Secretary Carlisle re- 
turns froém his campaign tour he will be fully 
advised of the condition of the Treasury and 
the outlook for the future. Already it is 
suggested that an additional tax on beer will 
be urged as a means of increasing the reve- 
nues. It is also suggested that whisky, to- 
bacco, and even tea and coffee can stand an 
additional tax.

According to the official returns at the 
office of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue for the last ten months of the present 
fiscal year, the returns from beer at $1 per 
barrel amount to about $69,000,000. For the 
Same period $85,000,000 has been collected 
from whisky, and about $49,000,000 from to- 
bacco and cigars. It is claimed that an ad- 
ditional tax on tobacco and whisky can 
be easily collected. Whisky is now taxéd 
$1.10 per gallon, which some persons claim is 
all it can*stand with safety to the govern- 
ment. It is said at the Treasury that when 
the tax is raised above a certain figure an in- 
centive is given to indulge in illicit distilling. 
Notwithstanding that plea it is believed the 
tax on whisky can be materially increased, 
for the same reason that the beer tax should 
be increased. Beer and whisky will be in de- 
mand by persons regardless of the tax im- 
‘posed upon it, and dealers will manage to 
Serve them at the usual rates even if they 
resort to putting false bottoms in their 
glasses. Tobacco is another luxury that can 
well stand an additional tax, according to 
the statements of the financial experts in 
Search of sufficient revenue to meet the de- 
mands of the government. No additional 
force of employés will be necessary to col- 
lect this additional tax, and it can be easily 
gathered in. Thuse facts are well known to 
Secretary Carlisle: His recommendations 
may not be determined upon until he is 
ready to incorporate them in his annual re- 
port to Congress.

Treasury officials give themselves little 
concern about the statement of Attorney 
Smithson of Knoxville that the Supreme 
Court decision in the income tax cases kills 
the internal revenue System. As a matter 
of fact, the court has previously adjudicated 
this very question, and internal revenue tax- 
ation has been upheld in a number of im- 
portant cases. It has been generally main- 

- tained that internal revenue taxes now 
levied are essentially indirect in their’ appli- 
cation, because the tax, while paid originally 
by the producer, is in effect paid by the con- 
sumer alone. The price paid for whisky or 
tobaco always includes the tax, and this fact 
is distinctly recognized in the bonded period 
Which gives the producer a chance to dis- 
pose of uis spirits, the tax on withdrawal 
always being paid by the producer. The in- 
ternal revenue taxes have been sustained by 
the court too often to permit of their being 

iccessfully attacked. Itisa fact, however 

S previously stated in THE TripunE that 
certain lawyers are preparing for an attack 
on the whole Wilson-Gorman law, based on 
the argument that when the Supreme Court 
destroyed the validity of the eleven sections 
containi the income tax provisions the 
effect w to render the whole law uncon- 

“stitutional. The decision rendered by Chief 
Justice Fuller expressly declares the rest of 
the law is not affected by the action of the 
court. If an attempt is made to break down 
the Wilson-Gorman revenue law it will be 
on the ground stated and not because the 
internal revenue taxes are direct in their 
operation. Treasury officials and lawyers 
of large practice before the Supreme Court 
are confident that internal revenue taxation 
is essentially the same in principle as cus- 
toms duties, inasmuch as the producer or 
importer pays a tax which is subsequently 
collected from the consumer, and hence is 
the best possible illustration of an indirect 
tax.

Lieut.-Gen. Schofield, who retires soon 
from active service, is the latest suggestion 
for the Democratic Presidential nomination.

AKMOR SUIT AGAINST UNCLE SAM, 


French Firm of Schneider & Co. Claims an P 


Infringement of Patents. 

Washington, . C., May 22.—The filing of 
a suit in Pittsburg by the French armor 
firm of Schneider & Co. against the Carne- 
gie Steel company to restrain the latter from 
making armor of nickel steel for the United 
States Government without payment of roy- 
alty on the ground of infringement of the 
patent held by the Schneider company 
caused no surprise at the Navy Department, 
which has gone on record—a most unusual 
proceeding—in declaring the Schneider pat- 
ent is not valid. This was done at the time 
when the department made its contract 
with the Carnegie company in 1892 for ar- 
mor. Nevertheless, to guard the contractor 
against just such a suit as this now brought 
the contract provided that money equal to 
the royalty on each plate accepted by the 
government should be laid aside in a depos- 
itory, and in case a court of competent jur- 
isdiction should find the patent invalid the 
money should be paida@into the Treasury. 
So, as it stands, the Carnegie company can- 
not lose by this suit if the decision is in favor 
of the French company, and the suit there- 
fore is really against the United States Gov- 
ernment. The defense of the Carnegie com- 
pany will be based on two contentions—first, 
that the entire Schneider patent is invalid, 
because a simple alloy cannot be patented 
under our laws, and because the particular 
properties of this alloy had been made 
known to the world before the issue of the 
patent, and, second, that they don’t make 
their nickel steel in the manner prescribed 
in the formula of the Schneider patent. 


RULING AFFECTING NEBRASKA LAND, 


Burlington Road Must Make lRestitution 
Before Other Claims Are Patented. 

Washington, D. C., May 22.—Secretary 
Hoke Smith has declined to entertain the 
appeals of G. B. Chapman, C. R. Metteer, 
and John Philpots from the rejection of their 
claims to lands lying within the limits of the 
grant to the C. B. and Q. railroad in Ne- 
braska. The courts have held that half of 
the grant to the road must lie north of its 
line, and half south. The company has al- 
ready some 200,000 acres more to the north 
than it is entitled to, and suit for restitu- 
tion of this is now pending. The Secretary 
has refused to patent any more lands to the 
south until this excess to the north is re- 
stored, or the court decides otherwise. The 
settlers mentioned claim lands that are un- 
questionably due the company whenever the 
excess to the north is restored, and the Sec- 
retary holds this land must remain in re- 
serve in satisfaction of the grant, pending 
the decision of the court. 


STATISTICS ON THE OUTPUT OF LEAD. 


Surplus Now Existing in the United States 
Given as 15,000 Tons. 
Washington, D. C.,° May 22.—Statistics of 
the production and movement of lead in the 
United States show the production of de- 
silverized refined lead in 1804 was 181,404 net 
tons. Included in this total were 38,635 net 
tons of lead derived from foreign base 
bullion refined in bond. The product of 
soft lead smelted in Missouri and Illinois. 
and a small quantity from Virginia footed 
up to 37,686 net tons, a considerable increase 
over the preceding year. The total produet 
of refined lead in the United States was, 
therefore, 219,090 net tons. The total im- 
ports of lead from foreign countridés 
amounted to about 70,000 tons. The con- 
sumption of lead in the United States dur- 
ing the year is placed at 192,000 tons, and the 
surplus now on hand at about 15,000 tons. 


MONROE DOCTRINE WAS NOT TESTED. 


England and America Worked Harmonious- 
ly in the Corinto Affair. 

San Diego, Cal., May 22.—The British gun- 
boat Wiid Swan has arrived here, having 
sailed from Corinto May 5. One of the offi- 
cers denied the report that Admiral Steven- 
son had stated the reason for occupying 
Corinto was to test the validity of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, and positively asserted the 
United States Government was working in 
harmony with Great Britain throughout the 
entire matter. He said Kimberley and 
Gresham were Kept informed by Admiral 
Stevenson of every move, both before and 
after the occupation, and that the dispatches 
giving this information both to the English 
and American Governments were carried 
by the Wild Swan from Corinto to San Juan 
del Sur.

NO PAY FOR THE 800. 


LABORERS DISAPPOINTED AND WILD 
WITH ANGER. ) 


After Making Affidaxyjt to Their Accounts 
a Time and Place Is Set for Paying 
Them<—A Hitch in Making Out the 
Rolls Sends Them Home Empty-Hand- 
ed=Two Thousand Uthers, However, 
Are Given Their Money on the Lake- 
Front. 


Eight hundred laborers, discharged by the 
Commissioner of Public Works, were com- 
pelled to return to their homes yesterday 
without pay on account of a hitch in making 
out the puy-rolls. Jhe laborers were wild 
with indignation and Controller . Wetherell 
was badiy out of humor. His department 
was blamed for the error. Treasurer Wolf 
said the rolls were sent down from the Con- 
troller’s office at 5 o’ciock Tuesday afternoon, 
too late to put up tne money. Commissioner 
of Public Works Kent said the rolls had been 
sent from his department to the Controller in 
plenty of time. 

When Mayor Swift found out the situation 
he said the men must be paid, and Controller 


in envelopes and packed in drawers. Mr. 
Mamer appeared at the door and made the 
crowd a quieting little speech, saying he 
would pay off no one who did not have his 
foreman’s ticket of identification. He then 
picked up the first pay-roll, and the foreman 
stepped to the wagon door and called to the 
men by number.

BIG BRICK STRIKE ON. 


EVERY UNION MAN WHO WORKS IN 
YARDS QUITS WORK, 


Total Paralysis of All Building Operations 
Is Threatened Unless the Wage Ques- 
tion Is Settled Soon=—Strike Managers 
Declare No Bricks Will Be Made or 
Moved=—Yards Are Besieged by Angry 
Strikers Who Will Allow No Work to Be 
Done—How the Situation Now Stands. 


The brickmakers’ strike has reached the 
point where a total paralysis of ail building 
operations in Cook County is threatened. 
Every union brickmaker in Cook County quit 
work yesterday and the day before and the 
strike managers declare that no bricks will be 
made or moved until the wage question is 
finally settled and a uniform scale adopted by 
all the brick manufacturers in the city and 
vicinity.

Controller Wetherell was much disturbed 
over the affair. He said the pay-rolis were 
not received at his office until 11 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. They contained the names 
of the men who had made affidavit that they 
had worked for the city. Commissioner Kent 
said: 

The rolls were sent to the Controller every 
morning since May 9, when we commenced to 
take the affidavits of the men. The names of the 
men who made affidavits May 10 were sent to the 
Controller's office the morning of May 11, and so 
on each day. Wehave keptup our end of the 
work. 

Treasurer Wolf said: 

We have been working here night and day to 
get these men their money. We made up the 
packages as fast as we received the rolls. Last 
night at 5 o'clock the additional rolls came down 
from the Controller and it was a physical im- 
pessibility to put the money up in time. This 
office is in no way responsible. 

Controller Wetherell was in too bad a 
humor to make a statement. He got the 
rolls back from the Treasurer’s office at 11 
o'clock in the forenoon. After the Mayor 
said the men muat be paid he sent Account- 
ant Harper to the bank for the money. At 
first he refused to state where the money 
came from. He became much irritated when 
asked regarding the trouble and declared 
it was no one’s business but the Mayor’s and 
the members of the Council. He said the 
publication of matters connected with his 
office during the last two weeks had cost the 
city more than $100,000. He finally said he 
had drawn the $36,000 from his private ac- 
count and would take his chances on getting 
the money back. 


BIG THRONG ON THE LAKE-FRONT. 


Two Thousand Men Paid Off, While Four 
Thousand More Look On. 

Michigan avenue yesterday morning wore 
the apearance of a scene in a great railroad 
strike. From Madison to Adams street it 
was jammed with probably 6,000 laborers 
and mechanics who were or had been in the 
employ of the city and who had gathered 
there expecting to be paid off for work done 
between March 15 and April 15.

Motion to Be Made Today in the Whisky 
Trust Litigation. 

Edwin Walker served notice on the new 
management of the whisky trust yesterday 
that he would take action this afternoon 
aimed to prevent the transfer of the proper- 
ty. A motion will be made by Mr, Walker 
in the United States court to appoint a re- 
ceiver for the benefit of the bondholders un- 
der the bill filed by the Central Trust compa- 
ny of New York a few daysago. Mr. Walk- 
er will also ask for an injunction to restrain 
any sale, judicial or otherwise. It was 
charged when the bill was filed that ex-Pres- 
ident Greenhut and Nelson Morris were the 
real complainants in this suit, which is 
looked upon as the opening attack from them 
in litigation that promises to increase. 
Friends of the Reorganization committee in- 
timate that the latter has no fear of the re- 
sult of the bill and they say the sale of the 
property to the new corporation will be held 
soon. 

An important order, thought to bear upon 
the latter intention, was issued yesterday. 
It was not placed on file and no definite in- 
formation as to its character was vouch- 
safed, the utmost that was said being that it 
aided the receiver. 

Judge Showalter said he had granted two 
orders, one of which was entered on the files, 
empowering the receiver to add to his banks 
of deposit. As to the other order the Judge 
said he could give no information so long as 
it had not been filed in the clerk’s office.

OHIOAGO MARKET IS STRONG, WHILE 
NEW YORK DEOLINES. 


Cable Stocks Sell at the Highest Point on 
the Present Advance—Brewers Are Still 
Working on an Agreement—Issue of Chi- 
cago and St. Louis Electric Railway 
Bonds=— Work Will Commence on the 
Lake Street Elevated Extension Imme- 
diately. 

While the bulls were in complete control 
of the New York market and prices there 
were making unexpected advances every 
day there was but little connection be- 
tween the Wall street and the Chicago stock 
markets. Now that the New York advance 
has halted since there have been such 
severe frosts there seems still to be 
little connection between the New York and 
Chicago markets. The New York market 
was soft yesterday, while the local market 
was decidedly firm. Quotations for the 
cable stocks reached as high points as they 
have touched on the present advance, and 
the prices held firm to the close. West Chi- 
cago solid up to 126 and closed with 125% bid. 
North Chicago advanced to 2884. There was 
no new gossip affecting either company. 
The public is still cutting but small figure in 
the market, and the situation seems to be 
easily controlled by the insiders. The fact 
that no great amount of stock is brought out 
by the advancing quotations leaves the field 
an easy one to control. It was said that 
there were large orders in the market for the 
cable stocks yesterday at prices a little 
below the current quotations, and that these 
orders were from the insiders. That view 
of the market is undoubtedly a plausible 
one, although gossip of that kind is not to be 
too closely depended on. It seems to be a 
fact, however, that while the insiders are 
bullish on the outlook for the street railway 
stock they are not yet inclined to take the 
public into their confidence to any great ex- 
tent, and seem to desire to accumulate more 
stock before they give out any great amount 
of information on which.to feed a bull move- 
ment. The West Side bulls declare that it is 
now demonstrated that the Metrop6litan 
will not seriously injure the business of the 
West Chicago company. As a matter of 
fact West Side business continues to show a 
large increase over last year’s record, and 
the gains on the few electric lines already 
Started appear to more than offset the losses 
on account of the traffic taken by the Metro- 
politan. It is to be remembered that the 
Metropolitan is by no means in full opera- 
tion, however. The main line to West 


‘Fortieth street is not yet running, and only 


a portion of the northwestern branches. The 
fact that there is no express service in opera- 
tion makes the advantage of taking the ele- 
vated road but a small one so far as time is 
concerned. It now requites about twenty- 
one minutes to run down from Robey stréet, 
while the Milwaukee avenue cable will 
bring its passengers to Madison street in 
twenty-three minutes. The fast express 
service which the Metropolitan will eventu- 
ally put in will make the time advantage in 
its favor much greater, of course. 

The elevated stocks were the only weak 
securities on the list. They were neglé@cted, 
and the tendency was rather heavy. Calu- 
met Dock is again showing stren@th. The 
stock advanced to 68%. Diamond Match is 
firm. The telephone stocks are much 
stronger on account of the favorable patent 
decision, There were bids of 72 for American 
Biscuit stock. 

When notices were sent out recently by the 
London and Chicago Contract company no- 
tifying stockholders of a general meeting to 
act upon the question of reducing the capital 
stock no proxies were furnished. A good 
many stockholders have been curious to 
know how they are to express their views on 
the question. At the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank it was said that no proxies had 
been prepared, but if any stockholders de- 
sired to vote the proper form of proxy for an 
inglish meeting will be ascertained and 
blanks will be furnished on application. 

There was another meeting of the brewers 
at the Schiller Building yesterday. They 
seemed to make slow progress in the direc- 
tion of a settlement, and it is still uncertain 
just what turn affairs will take. 

Dispatches have been sent out from St. 
Louis to the effect that General Manager 
Adams of the Chicago and St. Louis Electric 
railway, which it will be remembered was 
exploited two or three years ago, has made 
arrangements with Chicago bankers for 
placing $0,000,000 bonds to be issued by the 
company. Chicago bankers are inclined to 
smile at the statement. 4 considerable 
amount of the stock was sold in small lots 
about two years ago, and it is now some 
months since anything has been heard from 
tha company. It is proposed to build an air 
line from Chicago to St. Louis, over which 
electric cars will be run at a speed exceed- 
ing 100 miles an hour. 

The receiver of the firm of Crawford & 
Valentine was not ready yesterday to make 
any detailed report of the firm’s assets and 
liabilities. It is probable that such a report 
will be made today. 

The sterling exchange market advanced 
sharply yesterday morning, but the advance 
was lost before the close of business and 
closing quotations showed no change.

UNAUTHORIZED OOMPANIES SAT 
DOWN ON IN AN EMPHATIO WAY. 


Michigan Supreme Court Decides Against 
the Collecting of an Assessment by 4 
Defunct Wisconsin Concern That Had 
Been Doing a Clandestine Business= 
Farmers and Mechanics of Alexandria, 
Va., in Financial Straite-Hammond 
Packing Company's Fire Department. 

Lansing, Mich., May 22.—[{Special.J]—The 

Supreme Court today sat. down heavily on 

unauthorized insurance companies which 

eclandestinely write insurance in Michigan. 

The Wisconsin Mutual Fire insured property 

of the Temple company and subsequently 

failed, and the receiver sought to collect an 
assessment. The lower court decided 
against the company and this judgment was 
sustained by the Supreme Court. It appears 
that the company never in any manner com- 
plied with the Michigan law or had any au- 
thority to do businessin this State. Its plan 
was to secure risks through persons called 
inspectors, who carried application blanks 
and filled them out whenever they and the 
applicant could agree upon a proposition. 
The court says such inspectors were agents 
within the meaning of the Michigan statulg 
and that the whole scheme is a flagrant at- 
tempt to evade the law. Because the appli- 
cation was sent to Wisconsin and the policy 
written there the company alleged that the 
contract was made in Wisconsin, and that it 
has done no business in Michigan, and the 
contract is therefore valid, and suit to re- 
cover under it may be brought in this State. 

The court, however, says the statute was 

not intended merely to prevent the act of 


Smaking a contract in this State, but to pro- 


tect the citizens of Michigan against irre- 
sponsible companies and to prevent insur- 
ance by unauthorized companies gepon Mich- 
igan property. "Having evaded the letfer of 
the law, the opinion emphatically says the 
courts of the State are not open to the of- 
fending company and the rule of State com- 
ity cannot be invoked in its behalf.

Some confusion has been caused, 
through the similarity of its name to the 
Virginia Fire and Marine, anether Virginia 
company, which has always Kept up rates. 
This company has never been admitted in 
Illinois, though it has been writing in the 
State. 


HAS INDEPENDENT WATER-WORKS, 


G. H. Hammond Company Has a Fire De- 
partment at Its South Omaha Plant. 

The G. H. Hammond Packing company, 
which has its headquarters in Chicago, has 
an extensive packing plant in South Omaha, 
Neb., which suffered from a severe fire a 
short time ago. To prevent a recurrence of 
such a loss and to reduce its insurance rate, 
the company has put in an independent 
system of water works. It will maintain its 
own fire service also, and will train its em- 
ployés to give prompt aid in case of fire. 
There will be a considerable saving in in- 
surance premiums as a result. 


Bowery’s Affairs in Bad Shape.

Stopping the Horse. 


To stop the horse required some bravery. 
Daniel Kintz, member of the Fort Wayne 
Rifles, a boy of 19 years, who wears a souve- 
nir of serviceat Roby in the Debs insurrection, 
leaped upon the horse’s neck and attempted 
to throw it down upon the pavement when it 
struck its knecs upon the wagon wheel. 

. Kintz fell to the street with the horse partially 
upon him. 

Charlies Fry, a hardware clerk, seized 
the horse by the ear, as the bridle was 
missing. He held the ear ana 
turned it so that the horse ceased plunging. 
Kintz then arose from the pavement and as- 
sisted in holding the animal! until a strap was 
tied around its neck and it was led away. 

Others carried the wounded into stores} 
where they were cared for by half a dozen 
physicians who had been summoned by tele- 
phone. 

Mrs. Lemay’s skull was fractured near the 
temple by a blow from one of the horse’s feet. 
She was taken to the home of Dr. David Cary, 
her son-in-law. She lay all the afternoon in 
a comatose condition, surrounded by her 
weeping children. It is thought that three of 
the cases will be fatal. .Mrs. Lemay’s physi- 

-cian said tonight that her death was only a 
question of a few hours.

BODIES OF TWO GIRLS RECOVERED. 


Elder Supposed to Have Murdered Younger 
and Then Committed Suicide. 

Nebraska City, Neb., May 22.—[Special. ]— 
Sunday, April 21, Nellie and Lydia Cham- 
bers, 17 and 10, respectively, disappeared 
from their home near Bartlett, Ia. Today the 
Missouri River gave up its dead, but the cir- 
cumstances leading to their mysterious dis- 
appearance and untimely death are still un- 
solved. Atthe time of their disappearance 
the two girls were tracked to within twenty 
yards of the river bank and there a single 
track continued for about 200 feet directly 
to the river and then disappeared. This led 
to the theory of suicide. A reward of $100 
was offerei tor the recovery of the bodies. 

As time passed with no tidings of the migs- 
ing, another theory was advanced. The father 
of the elder girl lives on the Nebraska side of 
the river, and was said to have deen seen near 
the Chambers home the day the girls disap- 
peared, giving grounds for the belief that he 
had spirited the children to his home. In- 
guiry, however, showed this rumor to be un- 
founded. 

_ Monday evening the body of a young girl 
was found floating in the Missouri River near 
Iowa Puint, below this city. ‘The child’s 
arms were bound behind its back and the 
body was so badiy decomposed that identi- 
fication was impossible. The finding of the 
body of the elder girl today a short distance 
from the spot where the first body was found 
and identification as the body of Nellie 
Chambers seems to tell a story of both mur- 
der and suicide. From the circumstarces it 
seems that the elder girl bound her sister’s 
arms. threw her into the river. and then fol- 
lowed her. 

The causes leading to thi# crime are yet to 
be revealed. The mother of the elder girl is 
living with her second husband. having been 
divorced from the first some years ago. Her 
present hu~band was at one time a school 
teacher near Bart‘ett, la., and three or four 
years ago was tarred and feathered for alleged 
misconduct withsome of his pupils. Whether 
the girls were driven from home by iil treat- 
ment is not known, but nothing short of the 
most terrible desperation could have forced 
Nellie Chambers to commit murder and then 
destroy herself. 


INSPECTION OF HORSES AND CATTLE, 


Twenty Cases of Glanders and Two of 
Tuberculosis Found. 
Springfield, Ill., May 22.—(Special.]—The 
State Live-Stock Commissioners have ex- 
amined the street car stables at Chicago, 
looking for glanders. About 8,000 head of 
horses were inspected and twenty animals 
found suffering from the disease were 
destroyed. During the week ending May 17 
112 head of cattle were inspected at the 
‘Union Stock-Yards, Chicago. Of these eighty 
were passed in the yards and thirty-two were 
heid for post mortem, Eleven passed on 
post mortem and twenty-one were condemned 
as being unfit for food. Two cases of tuber- 

culosis were discovered. 


GOV. ALTGELD PARDONS A MURDERER. 


John T. Duty. Who Killed His Mother-in- 
Law, the Lucky Man. 

Springfield, Illl., May 22.—[{Special.]—Gov. 
Altgeld has pardoned John T. -Duty of 
Franklin County, now at the Chester Peni- 
tentiary, where he was under sentence of 
twenty years for murder. The petition for 
pardon states that Duty is in the last stages 
of consumption and wishes to be with his 
family during the rest of his life, which at 
the farthest cannot be longer than a month 
or so. During a family quarrel in 1890 Duty 
killed his mother-in-law, a Mrs. Long. 


CONFEDERATE MONUMENT DEDICATION. 


Grand Army Men May Attend as Individ- 
uals, but Not as Posts. 

Members of Columbia Post, G. A. R., do 
not contradict Commander Lawler’s state- 
ment that no Grand Army Post will attend 
the unveiling of the Confederate monument 
Memorial day. If they are forbidden to at- 
tend they will of course obey—as a post. 
But as individuais they are likely to be very 
much in evidence. 

“Our post has not formally decided 
whether or not to accept the invitation to be 
present at the dedication of the monument,”’ 
said J. M. Chambers last night. ‘“The ma- 
jority of the members are in favor of ac- 
cepting, I think, but would not do so in the 
face of positive orders to the contrary. 
Many of our post prefer dropping the mat- 
ter entirely to causing more discussion in 
the Grand Army ranks. When the invita- 
tion was sent last year the post wasin favor 
of accepting it. It has always entertained 
friendly feelings towards the boys in gray, 
and at its dinner at the Auditorium last 
winter Gen. Gordon and Gen. Lee, both Con- 
federate veterans, made speeches. I see no 
objection to the selection of Memorial day 
for the dedication.” 

Some person unknown to the Citizens’ 
committee which is preparing for the dedi- 
eation of the Confederate monument at 
Oakwoods Cemetery has been soliciting sub- 
scriptions from prominent business-men for 
the purchase of flowers to-be used in decora- 
tion. Among those known to have been ap- 
proached is P. D. Armour. Gen. Underwood, 
who has charge of the dedicatory ceremo- 
nies, says this solicitor is a fraud. The 
women of the South have promised enough 
flowers not only to decorate the monument 
marking the Confederate dead but also to 
mark the graves of every Union soldier 
buried in Oakwoods. 

Savannah, Ga., May 22.—A car containing 
one thousand laurel wreaths and a large 
quantity of palmetto, smilax, and moss lert 
tonight for Chicago for use in decorating the 
Confederate monument Saturday. One 
thousand or more magnolia buds will be sent 
by express. 


CONFEDERATES GATHERED IN HOUSTON. 


Gen. Gordon and Miss Winnie Davis the 
Guests of Honor. 

Houston, Tex., May 22.—This city is in 
holiday attire and its streets are filled with 
old soldiers who are here to attend the re- 
union of Confederate veterans. Gen. John 
B. Gordon, Com mander-in-Chief of the United 
Confederate Veterans, is the guest of honor. 
He is an ex-Lieutenant-General of the Confed.- 
erate army, United States Senator from 
Georgia for over half a score of years, and 
twice Governor of the State. There was a 
street parade this morning and the exercises 
of the day were begun this afternoon. Ad- 
dresses of welcome were made by the Gov- 
ernor of the State and Mayor of the city. In 
responding to them Gen, Gordon thanked the 
city for its hospilality, which was ** worthy of 
Texans.”’ He spoke of the various crises in 
the history of the State and of its rise to pros- 
perity after the war, but not a word was said 
that could be construed asa lament over the 
* lost cause.”’” It wasa speech of thanks for 


’ hospitality shown. 


At the conclusion of Gen. Gordon’s address 
Miss Winnie Davis appeared and began to 
greet the veterans. The crowd was terrific 
and it was impossible for many to get near 
her. A parade in her honor will be held to- 
morrow. 

In the evening, when Miss Winnie Davis, 
the ** Daughter of the Confederacy.’’ was in- 
troduced, a wild shout went up. Hats were 
flying in the air, and gray-baired men cheer- 
ing and yelling, completeiy drowned the 
music made by the band, which was playing 
the ** Bonnie Biue F.iag.”’ 


SEVEN NORTH HARVEYITE3 ARRESTED. 


Warrants Allege That They Have Made 
Money Out of Village Contracts. 

Seven North Harveyites were arrested last 
night charged with conspiracy to defraud 
the village.

MR. HARVEY SAYS HE’S MISQUOTED. 


He Wants to Copyright His Debates and 
Keep Them for Himself. 


W.H. Harvey wants to copyright his argu- 
ments in the future. He says he will meet 
Roswell G. Horr in debate if he can keep 
what he says out of the daily newspapers. 
He said yesterday:

Mr. Harvey is worrying because the lead- 
ing metropolitan papers of the United States 
refrain from advocating «~his financial 
theories, and believing that there are those 
who would be glad to get direct statements 
from headquarters on his silver ideas, he 
has decided to start a daily newspaper to be 
known as the Chicago Daily Coin. Charles

editorial writer on the Arkansas Press, will 
be the editor-in-chief. It will be a one-cent 
paper or 25 centsa month.

‘TO RAID THE BANKS. 


“RUSTLERS” TO TAKE ADVANTAGE 
OF THE KIOKAPOO OPENING. 


While the Towns Are Deserted During the 
Rush the Bandits Will Appear, It Is 
Said=Women Waiting in the Line 
How a Boy Made $500—Where Is Maj. 
Moses Neal ?—“Tom King,” the Female 
Outlaw, on Hand—Fight with Discon- 
tented Indians. 


Oklahoma City, Ok., May 22.—[Special.}]— 
The diminished number of claims open to 
settlement in the Kickapoo Reservation to- 
morrow has in no way dampened the ardor 
or reduced the number of the boomers. The 
roads leading to the reservation from every 
direction are crowded with vehicles, horses, 
and footmen, all moving in toward the 
points of vantage they have decided upon 
for making a start. Trains aré so crowded 

with people eager for the. exciting adven- 
tures tomorrow is expected to bring forth 
that one would think the area of the new 
country was equal to that of the Cherokee 
Strip instead of being confined to the com- 
paratively insignificant 70,000 acres. 

Save for the long lines patiently waiting 
for. the opening hour in front of the Land 
Offices in Oklahoma City and Guthrie all 
towns on the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé railroad between Purcell and Orlando will 
be practically deserted tomorrow. All busi- 
ness will be suspended, the banks and 
schools closed that more may be allowed the 
opportunity of witnessing the rush that will 
be made for this little fragment of Indian 
land that will for an instant be public do- 
main tomorrow. 

Information was quietly brought to the 
bankers in this city yesterday from El Reno 
to the effect that a band of rustlers was in 
camp between the Rock Island and Santa 
Ié railroads waiting for the towns to be de- 
serted that they might make a raid upon the 
banks of Oklahoma City or some other of 
the promising towns on the railroad line. 
While the bankers here profess to discredit 
the report they decided to take every precau- 
tion and the doors of all of them will be 
closed tomorrow. Each will be provided 
with guards so a surprise will be impossible. 

At Ingram, on the border of the Kickapoo 
Reservation, three masked men rode up to 
the postoffice, but while they were dismount- 
ing the Postmaster and several Kickapoo 
settlers opened fire and drove them off. 
They rode to the residence of John Webb, 
and, calling him to the door, ordered him to 
bring out his money under penalty of death. 
He fired through the window, knocking one 
of bandits off his horse. They riddled ‘the 
house with bullets, picked up the wounded 
man, and rode off without any booty. 

At 6 o’clock tonight there were 513 per- 
sons in line at the Oklahoma City Land Of- 
fice, or nearly one hundred more than there 
are claims in the reservation. Fully as 
great a number are in waiting at the Guthrie 
office. 

Position No. 1 has been held since Sunday 
morning by Mark Hiatt, a boy employed in 
a newspaper office, who obtained his infor- 
mation of the President’s proclamation over 
the wire and rushed promptly to the office 
door, where he has remained ever since. 
This afternoon he sold his place for $500 to 
Mrs. Jamison, who is now certain of secur- 
ing her pick of all the claims, as she can file 
upon any quarter-section in the reservation 
before any of the racers can possibly reach 


t. 

Third in the line is another woman, Jennie 
Anderson, a girl 22 vears old, who is also 
reasonably certain of getting a claim that 
will be contest-proof. Miss Anderson is one 
of OkKlahoma’s original boomers, having 
come to Oklahoma City ina freight car with 
her parents at the first opening. The An- 
derson family was sealed up in the car with 
their household goods and arrived here be- 
fore the opening. They waited patiently 
until the race had begun, when the father 
and two sons stepped out of the car and 
teok possession of two of the best claims ad- 
joining the government town site. They 
held them two years without question, when 
details of their story became known and 
contests were begun. They are still in the 
courts. 

There are several other women in the land 
office line, but they are so far from the head 
that there is little chance of their securing 
claims. Number 12 sold out at 5 o’clock for 
$50, and Number 8 received double this sum 
for surrendering his position. 
if the purchasers of either will realize any- 
thing from their investments. 


Depredations of Tom King. 

A deputy returned here this afternoon and 
reported that ‘‘Tom” King, the notorious 
woman horsethief, had camped two miles 
east of the negro town of Douglass last 
night with a band of thirteen men. The 
Sheriff of Pottawattamie County is con- 
vinced that Miss King has made a sys- 
tematic raid upon the boomers’ camps, and 
she is now making her way out of the coun- 
try with the stolen property in a northerly 
direction by way of the Osage Nation. Tom 
King has given the officers of Oklahoma 
little trouble since she made her escape from 
the El Reno jail six months ago, as she has 
been operating in the Choctaw Nation and 
Northern Texas most of the time. 

It has been evident from the first that the 
great rush tomorrow will be made from the 
banks of the North Canadian River, which 
forms the southeastern boundary of the 
reservation and near which the best claims 
are located. Choctaw City and Shawnee 
towns are the principal outfitting points con- 
tiguous to the river, and within the last 
three days they. have developed into the 
liveliest kind of frontier towns. It is there 
that the gamblers, thieves, and thugs have 
congregated and are plying their vocations 
without restraint. Stories of the outrages 
perpetrated by them on innocent homeseek- 
ers are brought in by stage drivers without 
number. The local officers have either been 
unable or unwilling to interfere with them, 
and they are in full and undisputed pos- 
eession of the camps. 

Considerable uneasiness has been felt in 
land-office circles concerning the where- 
abouts of Maj. Moses Neal, the Indian Allot- 
ting Agent. Officers from the Guthrie and 
Oklahoma City Land Offices have been 
searching for him for two days, as it was 
thought he had the official plats of the Kick- 
apoo Reservation, but so far without suc- 
cess. His son arrived here today and de- 
livered the field notes to the land office, but 
said his father had sent the plats to Wash- 
ington. He reported his father Monday vis- 
ited the camp of Chief Big Jim and his band 
on the Deep Fork of the Canadian, his ob- 
ject being to pacify the kicKers if possible 
and prevent any outbreak on their part. He 
attended one of the councils and urged upon 


demonstration. Big Jim refused to listen to 
his advice, grew quarrelsome, and finally 
threatened him. He was only prevented 
from assaulting him with a knife by the in- 
tervention of Chief Wah Map Ma Sha. 


Trouble with the Indians. 

If the report brought to this city late this 
afternoon by Nat Berry, the negro official 
Kickapoo interpreter, is corroborated seri- 
ous trouble may be expected from Big Jim’s 
band tomorrow.

One gripman who is inex- 
perienced or careless, or who is of a gioomy 
turn of mind and wishes to add all he can to 
the already sufficiently large stock of human 
misery, can and does make many thousands 
unhappy daily by his. sudden stoppings and 
startings. Nobody in this city has ever 
thought of complaining to the Council, for it 
is not likely that it could do anything. The 
matter is one which the companies them- 
selves ought to attendto. They can get com- 
petent-gripmen if they choose—they have 
many such—and would not have to pay them 
any more than they do incompetent or care- 
less‘ones. *Passengers will be delighted if the 
spasmodic, jerky gripman is abolished, 


BIMETALLIC OSCILLATION THEORY. 

In his speech to the Illinois club “ Coin’ 
Harvey told how he claimed to believe “ bi- 
metalilism ’’ might be maintained on the ratio 


’ 


1 of 16 to 1. A break in the commercial parity 


would cause the cheaper metal to be used by 
debtors in preference to the other for the pay- 
ment of cebts. The resulting increase in the 
demand for the cheaper metal would restore 
it back to parity. He said: 

To give the option tothe creditor causes the 
dearer metal to be demanded, It thus grows 
dearer and dearer, a parity is permanently 
broken, and the gap grows wider and wider. 
When the debtor has the option the two metals 
will oscillate close to a parity and substantially 
ata parity. ‘This osciliation is the elasticity that 
bimetallism gives to.primary money. 

At firat glance this theory is as beautiful as 
any picture presented in adream of Utopia, 
and it is no more capable of realization. It 
has been tried in the past and did not work. 
It would not work in the future, But sup- 
posing his scheme could be actualized in the 
United States. What would be the result? 
In round numbers we now have 600 million 
dollars of gold money and 600 millions of 
silver, including bullion in the Treasury 
against which notes are issued. That makes 
a total of 1,200 millions of ‘‘ hard money,” 
the redemption fund on which is based our 
immense superstructure of credit money and 
other credit paper. If these two components 
were cut asunder, leaving us to depend on the 
pendulum-like swing from one to the other, 
which this theorist calls “ oscillation,’”’ we 
should lose half our hard money at one 
stroke. 

We should be restricted to the 600 millions 
of silver, with the relatively slow expansion 
of about 40 millions per year, which Secre- 
tary Carlisle stated in his speech at Covington 
to be the capacity of the mints. If the re- 
sulting reaction carried silver above gold, as 
Harvey pretends to think it would, we then 
should have 600 millions of gold and no sil- 
ver,. till another swing of the pendulum 
brought silverinto the place of desirability 
for debtorsand enabled them to ignore the 
existence of gold money. In any event we 
should be for years restricted to only about 
half the “redemption money’”’ we have to- 
day, and this is precisely the kind of money 
which *‘Coin”’ in his fake pamphlet insists 
must be had in large volume in order that 
business should be healthy and prices rise 
steadily for the benefit of the people who hold 
or handle property—without any reference to 
the disadvantage at which that continuous 
advance would hold the poor majority. 

Our experience as a Nation shouid be suffi- 
cient to guide the judgment in regard to the 
outcome of such an undertaking. We started 
out in 1792 with the bimetallic theory on the 
ratio of 15 to 1. That madesilver the cheap- 
er metal of the two, and the gold went out of 
the country. Then we had only one metal, 
silver, and its use in preference to gold did 
not bring the gold back. In 1805 President 

Thomas Jefferson issued his now celebrated 
arbitrary order to cease the coinage of silver 
dollars, the result of which was that no more 
of them were coined till 1834, and they were 
not coined freely till about 1840. . While 
Gen. Jackson was President the people 
turned their attention-to the fact that they 
had only one of the two precious metals in 
circulation, and the statesmen of that time 
sought to remedy the fault. They changed 
the ratio, and the consequence was that every 
ounce of silver mined here left the country 
or went into the domestic melting pot, be- 
cause of the preference for gold. But that 
preference did not restore the practical 
parity. On the contrary, gold has been the 
etandard metal ever since then, The paper 
currency issued on account of the war always 
had its value measured by what it would sell 
for in gold, never by reference to what it 
would exchange for in silver, 

Prof. Laughlin has brought out the point 
that France was unable to hold silver and gold 
at an unvarying ratio under free coinage. 
What is true for that country ia true for all 
others, and necessarily so because there is no 
human enacting power that can overcome the 
operation of natural cuuses. In the United 
States we have witnessed the oscillation of 
gold and then the oscillation of silver. First 
gold swung out of the circulation and then the 
silver, but we never had the two together on 
the basis proposed by *‘Coin.” -We have had 
them in circulation side by side for the last 
seventeen years, but this was only accom- 
plished by making gold the unit of value. 
Then, and only since then, have we been able 
to keep immense quantities of silver coin in 
circulation by holding it up at a parity with 
goid, though during the latter half of the time 
there has been a wide gap between the nomi- 
nal and the intrinsic values of the silver coins. 
It has been by the limited coinage of silver 
that the two metals have been tied together, 
and this for the first time in commercial! his- 
tory. 

So, whatever *Coin” Harvey and those 
who are working with him may think, they 
actually are striving for conditions which 
would mean silver monometallism. But it is. 
im possible to resist the conclusion that they 
are not desiring anything els? than that. They 
are hoping to see snapped asunder the um- 
bilical cord’that keeps the two metals to. 
gether in the only way that is possible under 
modern business conditions. Ana it may be 
observed that Harvey did not attempt to show 
that gold and silver would circulate in com. 
pany if we adopted free silver ut the ratio of 
16 to 1. True, he used the idea of “ osciila- 
tion ’ to lead hia hearers up to the. thought 
that the two might alternate in use, but did 
not venture to assert that the oscillation would 
result in an equilibrium. Nor would it do so. 
The result of fotlowing his advice would be a 
loss of all the gold and aiong period of silver 
monometallism under which the volume of

than at present. And this he has the hardi- 
hood to claim would give us a greater abund- 
ance of money of ultimate redemption, the 
only kind which he affects to think is of any 
value in affecting the course of prices.

HINBICHSEN WILL TAKE CARE OF OF- 
FICEHOLDEBS. 

It is said that the other day some of the 
holdover Democratic county officers who hap- 
pened to be in Springfield asked Hinrichsen 
if it was trae, as alleged by the honest money 
men, that free coinage at the rutio of 16 to 1 
would cut down the purchasing power of the 
silver dollar one-half, and he replied cheer- 
fully that that would happen as a matter of 
course. 

Then they looked glum and replied: ‘ But 
then our saiaries and emoluments which are 
fixed by law will be cut down practically 
one-half. How then is this policy of yours 
going to benefit us?” 

‘* Do not ve worried about that,’’ said he. 
‘*The officeholders will be taken care of. 
Just as soun as the inevitable slump comes 
the Legislature will be called together at 
once and the rates of pay for all State and 
other officers will be doubled. You fellows 
will be taken care of.”’ , 

So they left him, reassured as to their fut- 
ure fate,.and ready to hurrah for free siiver. 
But there are some Illinoisans who are not 
officehoiders and whose losses inflicted by 
free coinage cannot be made good by anything 
the Legislature can do. There is, for in- 
stance, in Hinrichsen’s County of Morgan a 
bank whose deposits average $600,000. That 
money was put there by over 1,200 persons, 
some of them women, but must of them men 
and voters. Near.y all that money has been 
loaned out by the bank. The nuinber of bor- 
rowers, however, 1s much smaller than that of 
depositors. In the case of savings banks one 
person generally borrows the funds of ten de. 
positors, ' 

In the event of the free coinage of silver 
these 120 or more borrowers will repay their 
loans in time, not in the 100-.cent dollars they 
borrowed, but in the 50-cent dollars kindly 
provided by the goverament to enable debt- 
ors to cheat creditors. The bank would pay 
these doilurs over to the 1,200 depositors in- 
stead of the 100-cent dollars they deposited 
those depositors would be 
They would have lost 


originally, and 
$300,000 worse off. 
and the borrowers have gained one-half the 
total debt.. The Legislature wou'd be unable 
to recoup the swindled depositors. That does 
not worry Hinrichsen, however, He does not 
think creditors have any rigots ueinagogues 
are bound to respect. 

The Legislature cannot care for the depos- 
itors in this Jacksonville bank and in other 
banks. But they can do something for them- 
selves. ‘ They bave votes, and they have more 
votes than the men whe would profit by the 
silver standard and its 50-cent dollars, For 
there are about ten originai lenders to one 
borrower. There wili be in Morgan County 
about 1.200 men who may not be saying 
much about the silver question, but who when 
the time comes will vote as a unit against free 
silver. Nor will the 120 borrowers be solid 
for the policy of fraud. Some of them will 
be honest men, unwiiling to cheat their cred- 
itars even when they can do it under color of 
law. 

These are facts which Hinrichsen seems to 
be unaware of, and his ignorance shows how 
poor a politician he is, He thinks free silver 
will be a Winning card because it will catch the 
votes of debtors. He has failed to allow for 
the votes of creditors who are not doing much 
talking, but are doing a great deal of think- 
ing.

SECTIONAL ASPECTS OF THE INCOME TAX 

Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio says that— 

Ifthe Southern members of Congress like Me- 
Millin of Tennessee and Turner of Georgia are 
sincere in the belief that an income tax isa 
proper source of revenue, perhaps they well in- 
troduce a bill providing fora tax of, in round 
numbers, say $30,000,000 per annum. to bo ap- 
portioned among the States and Territories ac- 
cording to population, and then permit the 
States, through their legislative bodies, to raise 
the money as thoy see fit. In that way the cbjec- 
tion of the Supreme Court would be avoided, and 


1 the States could levy taxes upon incomes. 


It is just possible, however, that the zeal of 
the gentlemen and their associates will be tem- 
pered somewhat by a system of taxation that 
will fall with equal force, according to popu- 
lation, upon their constituents as well as the 
people of the other States. 

The zeal of these Southern Congressmen 


will be cooled to the freezing point by the an- 
nouncement that their plan of levying an in- 
come tax so that their constituents might pay 
pext to nothing and the people of the North- 
ern States might pay nearly everything is 
hopelessly unconstitutional. Their scheme 
was to raise money in one section of the coup- 
try and let other sections go untaxed. They 
fixed the exemption at $4,000, a most un- 
reasonably high figure, solely in order that in 
the Southern States and the Populist States 
of the West only a handful of persons would 
be required to pay. ‘They flattered them- 
selves that they had done a fine stroke of 
work for their constituents. The Supreme 
Court has blasted their hopes. 

Curiously enough of the four Justices who 
voted to uphold the law three came from a 
part of the country which would have had to 
pay but a trifling and disproportionately 
small portion of the total tax. Justice 
asses is from Kentucky, Justice Jackson 

rom Tennessee, and Justice White from 
Louisiana. The first isa strong Republican, 
the second a moderate, and the third an ultra 
Democrat, Yet they agreed on this one 
point, that a‘law was constitutional which ex- 
empted the South from taxation. Thisis a 
singular state of affairs. 

Messrs, Harlan and Jackson were wrough 
up greatly by the decision of the court. One 
of them said that it “struck down an im- 
portant, vital, and essential power of the gov- 
ernment.’’ Another said: “The result: is 
one to be deeply deplored: It cannot be re. 
garded otherwise than a disaster to the 
country.’’ Senator Morgan of Alabama fol- 
lows in the same strain, announcing that “ the 
decision leaves the taxing powers of the gov- 
ernment in a state of wreck, and it will ‘re- 
quire a long time for usto gatherup the 
fragments.”’ 

The taxing power of the government has 
not been affected in the least. The next Con- 
gress can raise ag much money by taxation 
after the decision as it could have raised had it 
not been made, It can raise money by a tax 
on property or on incomes, but it must levy 
the tax in a constitutional manner, according 
to representation. This sysiem is the best one 
for the General Government, but it replaces 
uncertainty by certainty. When the income 
tax law was passed no one knew how much it 
would produce, No one could tell whether it 
would or would not bringin enough to offset 
the loss of revenue due to the new tariff. 

When Congress wishes to raise money by 
means of an income tax, in the manner whivh 
the Supreme Court says is coastitutional, it 
will learn from the Treasury Department just 
how many millions will be needed, and it will 
{pass a law to raise that amount, apportioning 
it according to representation among the dit- 
ferent States. The Treasury officials will 
haye todo no guessing. They will know toa 
cent just how much they will get. If the 
States do not themselves raise and pay over 
their quotas the General Government will do 
the collecting. 

This method , which is the constitutional one, 
doea not led itself to the designs of Popu. 
lists and Auurchiets. It does not permit one

ation, Their foresight has been vindicated.

The Supreme 
Court has irter vened and prevented the in- 
tended spoliation.

“THE TRIBUNE” ALWAYS FOR BIMETAL- 
LISM, 

A correspondent of a Peoria paper has gone 
to the trouble.of copying from the files of 
Tue Trisune for 1878 a number of extracts 
arguing in favor of the restoration of legal 
tender silver dollars to the circulation, so that 
the bimetallic system might be given to the 
country once more, 

The person who has been at the pains of do- 
ing so much copying seems to be of the opin- 
ion that the position of Tue Trinunz now 
conflicts with that it occupied seventeen years 
ago. There he is mistaken utterly. It was 
for bimetallism then as it is now. In 1878 as 
in 1895 it was forsilverdollars, but for silver 
dollars which are equal in purchasing power 
as well as debt-paying power with the gold 
money which it is desired should circulate 
alongside of them. 

Tue Tripune did not advocate then, and 
does not now, a free and uniimited coinage of 
silver, which should create a currency whose 
purchasing power would be less than the 100- 
cents gold dollar. While THe Trisuws is for 
bimetallism it is not for a bimetallism of 
the impossible or begus kind, where 100 per 
ceut goid dollars ure expected to circulate in 
competition with 50 per cent silver dollars 
under free coinage, 

This question of depreciated silver money 
»Was a new one in 1878, Those who discussed 
it during that year had never been calied on 
before to argue the point whether there should 
be one legal tender metal worth 100 per cent 
in gold and another of less per cent in silver. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that there were 
many mistakes nade in the course of that 
discussion and that the history of the subject 
was not gone into fully. Maay incorrect 
statements were made and passed unchal- 
lenged. Tue Trreung, in common with 
others,.was mistaken when it said that sil- 
ver was made the unit of value by the mint 
actof 1792 and that gold was made simp'y 
an assistant legal tender. Since then this 
journal has gone much deeper into the record. 
It hus found fromm Hatmilton’s Report and 
Jefferson’s indorsement thereof, and from 
other authoritative documents, that both gold 
and silver were adopted as legal tender metals 
in 1792, and that gold was given the lead, 
and that the ratio was fixed on what was then 
believed to be the relative commercial value 
of the two metals per weight. 7 

But while Tue Trisung concedes that it 
aid not read the Mint act of 1792 correctly 
in 1878 its views as regards the tnain g westion 
at issue do not differ now from what they 
were then.. It strove with other Western pa- 
pers to restore the old bimetallic system, and 
they and it succeeded therein. It supported 
the Allison bill for a limited coinage of silver 
dollars. Asa result of the legislation of 1878 
the country has now GOO millions of legal 
tender silver money circulating coucurrently 
with goia, The two metals were ao tied to- 
gether that they have not parted company for 
the intervening seventeen years, 

Silver monometallists, falsely callmg them- 
selves bimetatiists, are striving with might 
and main to sever the bonds which unite 
them, and vituperate Tugs Tripung because 
it will not he p them in their villainous at- 
tempt to debase the silver dollar by free 
coinage and thereby expel gold from circula- 
tion. 

In 1878 the govermment was preparing to 
resume specie payment the next year. At 
that time there was little gold and less silver 
in the country and none of that was in com- 
mon circulation, except subsidiary fractional 
silver. It was doubted whether there would 
be enough specie on which to begin resump- 
The Allison act of 1878 did much to 


tion. 


then entertained that the new law would lift 
up the bullion value of silver to where it once 
was have not been justified. The effect of 
suspension of silver cuinage in Europe then 
was not realized or understood in Congress 
at that time. Since then the value of silver 
bullion has almost constantly declined. And 
just in proportion as it has fallen in value the 
silver monometallists have vociferated the 
louder for tree coinage in order to secure the 
cheap-john dollars for the payment of their 
debts. These feliows are hostile to honest 
himetallism. Speaking on this general sub- 
ject in his recent Kentucky speech Secretary 
Carlisle said: 


The only speech I ever made in Congress on 
this subject was delivered in the House of Repre- 
sentatives more than seventeen years ago, ata 
time when the value of the builion contained in 
a silyer dollar was only about 7 cents less than 
the value of the bullion contained in a gold dol- 
lar, and l, together with many other opponents 
of free coinage, believing that a restoration of 
silver to our mints would bring it to a parity 
witlf gold, supported a measure providing for the 
limited coinage of silver dollars on government 
account, not on account of private individuals 
and corporations, as is now proposed. Fifteen 
years’ experience, however, demonstrated that 
those of us who believed in 1878 that a larger 
use of silver by the United States would enhance 
its price or value were mistaken. Instead of in- 
creasing the price of silver, it continued to fall 
with greater rapidity than before. 

Tue Tripune thought the same thing in 
1878. It believed the slight difference in 
value would disappear and the silver dollar 
be worth intrinsically as much as the goid 
dollar. But insufficient allowance was made 
for the influence on the value of silver of the 
unfriendly legislation of Europe, the full ex- 
tent and effect of which was not known and 
appreciated then.

were to suffer, it would not be so bad. But 
they will drag thousands of others into loss of 
wages and general wretchedness. Ail classes 
of artisans engaged in building must stop 
work. Those engaged in producing and in 
transporting materials will have to stop. 
One can hardly imagine where the stoppage 
will end, 

The precipitation of such ‘conditions as 
these upon the community argues an absence 
of brains, business qualifications, and com- 
mon sense. If it isto bea question of freeze 
out and starve out it equally argues an ab- 
sence of brains. If it is to be settled by com- 
promise or arbitration why was it not com- 
promised or arbitrated long ago or when the 
trouble first broke out? What are men’s 
heads for if not to be used? There is neither 
logic nor business sense in the contests now 
going on between the brickmakers and their 
em ployers.

WAR AGAINST THE GAMBLEBS. 

Chief of Police Badenoch has declared war 
to the knife against gamblingin this city. He 
says: 

There will be no cessation of strife until 
gambling is suppressed in every nook and corner 
of this city. Every officer to whom the order is 
given will be made to understand that I mean 
business. He will be made to know as plainly as 
language can express it that the Police Depart- 
ment expects every ope of its subordinates to 
act, and act at once, in this matter; that the 
word given to arrest viclators of the law has no 
string to it and that every offender, no matter 
who he is or what his social, political, or busi- 
ness standing. must be taken into custody. 


Chief Badenoch further declares that there 
will be no discrimination as to the name or 
quality of the game. Wherever money is up 
as a stake the game will be looked after by 
the police, They are going for the poker 
rooms and so-called clubs and the proprietors 
and players wiil be arrested and punished. 
The crusade is to begin with tne 125 policy 
shops and *‘if necessary the full power of the 
Police Department wiil be invoked to crush 
them out of existence.” 

Mr. Budenoch has aiways been a man of his 
word, and while he does not expect to reform 
the city he proposes to bring every one up 
with a round turn who is found violating the 
lawasto gambling. The gamblers who huve 
sneaked away into private resorts will be 
hunted dewa without mercy, and the police 
understanding that their Chief means busi- 
ness will go to work without any favoritism 
ordelay. All good c.tizens will stand behind 
them n their task of squelching the tiger. 
The Civie Federation al-o will support thein. 
While in one department of the city a de- 
termined effert is to be made to clean the 
city and remove its material garbage, it is 
equally important to clean up the moral 
garbage. 

If the police do their duty gambling can be 
rooted vut of Chicago.

Tue Civie Federation has given its indorse- 
ment to the draft of an ordinance designed as 
a measure of scavenger relief for the zitizens 


-of the Twenty-fourth Ward, but expected to 


be taken as the pattern for a like reform in 
all other parts of the city. The measure pro- 
vides for the separation of garbage from 
other refuse, the collection of both a stated 
number of times per weck, the appointment 
of persons to enlist the sympathies ana co- 
operation of householders in the work, and the 
punishment of offenders against civic cliean- 
liness if they persist after having been 
shown what they ought to do. But 
neither this nor any other plan thus 
far approved makes any provision for 
the proper disposal of ithe material 
to. be collected. True, it is stated that Health 
Commissioner Reynolds is conferring with 
the health officiais of some other cities as to 
the best method of disposing of the garbage, 
and that he intends to make a report after he 
has heard from ail who have been written to, 
But it does not appear that there is anything 
better than a half-hearted assent to the prop- 
osition that in this city garbage can only be 
dispozed of properly by crematingit. The 
present method of earting the stuff v0 
‘*dumps,”’ where it lies festering and putrefy- 
ing and poisoning the surrounding air for 
miles, is the very-worst possibile, and it seems 
to be favored so strongly by the noble army 
of contractors that it always has been found 
difficult to resist their pleadings for it. But 
that fact ought not to be allowed to stand in 
the way ot burning up the vile material in 
properly constructed and located crematories, 
usisdonein many of the cities ot the Oid 
World. '

Washington, D. C., May 22.—Under date 
of April 8 Minister Denby wrote a letter to 
Secretary Gresham concerning the trade of 
China in which he predicted that Japan in 
the peace treaty would endeavor to remove 
many of the restrictions on foreign trade. In 
discussing the lessons of the Japan-China 
war Mr. Denby has subinitted nineteen arti- 
cles which he thinks should be adopted in 
order to further trade relations and to insure 
greater protection to foreign interests in 
China. 

It is understood these suggestions are made 
with a view to having a new commercial 
treaty made with China, although the Minis- 
ter suggests.in each instance, that the ad- 
vantages desired be granted to foreigners 
without particularizing the United States. 
Some of the advantages asked, it is under- 
stood, have been incorporated in the peace 
treaty between China and Japan., Minister 
Denby’s suggestions, in part, are as follows: 

During war Consuls of a friendly power acting 
for a belligerent have all the jurisdiction that its 
Consuls had during peace.

Havana, May 22.—There is a great deal of 
rejoicing in official circles over the news of 
the defeat of the rebels in Eastern Cuba and 
the death of José Marti, proclaimed Presi- 
dent of the Cuban republic by the revolu- 
tionary party, and Col. Salcedo is receiving 
great praise for the manner in which he en- 
compassed the insurgents’ rout. The rebel 
loss in the engagement is placed at twenty 
killed and many more wounded. The Snan- 
jiards captured a number of documents which 
has placed the authorities in possession of in- 
formation which compromises ‘persons at 
Santiago de Cuba, Holguin, and Havana.

MEXICO TO TAX GOLD AND SILVER. 


American Capitalists to Be Affected by the 
Proposed Revenue Measure.

INVOKES THE HELP OF UNCLE SAM. 


Venezuela Desires Renewal . of Diplomatic 
Relations with France. 


Washington. D, C., May 22.—The United 
‘States has been again asked to act as in- 
termediary in an international complication. 
This time the trouble is between France and 
Venezuela, resulting in a complete termina- 
tio. Of diplomatic relations between them. 
The request for mediation of the United 
States is made by the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment through its Minister at Washington, 
Sefior Andrade. Should the United States 
undertake the reconciliation it will make 
two questions in which our officials are inter- 
médiaries with European governments in be- 
half of Venezuela. Ambassador Bayurd is 
already engaged in effecting a solution of the 
British Venezueia question. The trouble be- 
tween France and Venezuela originated four 
months ago. A number of Europeans re- 
siding at Caracas united in a confidential 
note to their respective governments, in 
which they told of the lax condition of the 
government, and the tendency of Venezuelan 
officials to avvid the settlement of just claims, 
The ‘note was signed by the Ministers of 
France, Germany, Spain, and Belgium. 
The Italian Minister did not sign 
it, but sent it to his government for * infor- 
mation.’’ By mischance the “ confidentia] ” 
was omitted from the note, and Italy pub- 
lished it, with the signatures of. fou- Minis- 
ters. Venezuela, thus publicly pilloried, at 
once gave their passports to the French, 
Spanish, and Beigian Ministers, but the Ger. 
man Minister had left before this indignity 
could be offered tohim. By this step Ven- 
ezucla was almost cut off from relations with 


-leading nations. Great Britain withdrew her 


Minister some time ago because of the 
boundary trouble.

Diplomatic Relations Are Formally Re- 
sumed between China and Japan. 

Yokohama, May 22.—Diplomatic relations 

between China and Japan have been resumed

This shall particularly apply to Pekin 
or any other capital. 

The Viceross, Governors, and provincial au- 
thorities shall‘be prohibited from treating inter- 
national matters except to settle claims due to 
foreigners. All other questions atfecting foreign- 
ers shall be cognizable at the capital and by the 
central government only. 

No Viceroy or Governor shall have power to 
make any contract with foreigoers for the pur- 
chase or supply of any material. Such contracts 
shall be made or authorized by the imperial or 
central governmeni. 


OUEENSBERRY AND SON IN COURT. 


The Marguis and Lord Hawick Bound Over 
to Keep the Peace. 

London, May 22,—At the Marlborough 
Street Police Court this morning the Marquis 
of Queensberry and his son, Lord Douglas of 
Hawick, were bound over each in $500 bail 
to keep the peace. Both the Marquis and his 
son we e fashionably dressed. The Marquis 
wore arosein his buttenhole, and did not 
show any sign of yesterday’s fight. On the 
other hand, his son had a black eye. 
In his defense the Marquis of Queensberry 
said his son, Lord Douglas of Hawick, came 
running at him and pushed him against a 
store window, speaking at the topof his voice. 
The Marquis added that he struck his son in 
sclf-defense. Counsel for Lord Douglas of 
Hawick said the latter anda friend were walk- 
ingin Piccadilly, not thinking of the Mar- 
quis, when the encounter between Lord Doug- 
las and his father took place. Counsel added 
that Lady Douglas of Hawick yesterday re- 
ceived the following telegram: ‘'I must con- 
gratulate you on the result, but I cannot con- 
gratulate you on Percy’s appearance. He 
looks like a dug-up corpse. I fear there is 
too much madness in kissing. Taylor is 
guilty. It will be Wilde’s turn tomorrow.”’ 
It was also asserted the Marquis had written 
to Lady Douglas false charges against her 
husband and :nembers of the family. 

The second tria! of Oscar Wilde was begun 
in the Old Bailey Court. Wilde was very rest- 
less and looked worried and careworn. The 
Solicitor-General, Sir Frank Lockwood, re- 
cited the charges inade against Wilde in con- 
nection with Edward Shelly, Alfred Wood, 
and others. During the morning session 
Wilde was taken ill and was obliged to leave 
the court. 


EARTHQUAKE PANIC IN FLORENCE, 


Terrible Flight of the Populace During the 
Seismic Disturbances. 

Florence, May 23.—The damage from the 
earthquakes is so widespread that there is 
hardly a house in the whole city of palaces, 
cathedrals.’ and art repositories that has 
not suffered. A performance was in prog- 
ress in the great opera-house when the first 
shock was felt. People jumped from their 
seats fn utmost panic. Many flied, but the 
more plucky remained. When the second 
and severer shock was felt the whole audi- 
ence fled to the narrow streets. At the 
hotels, which are frequented by crowds of 
tourists, the fright and disorder were even 
greater. Fabulous prices were offered for 
conveyances in which to get away from the 
city or to sleep,in the streets. Many rich 
American and English tourists were the 
successful bidders in the lively competition 
to secure omnibuses in which to spend the 
night. All kinds of vehicles were employed 
as sleeping quarters by the terrified popula- 
tion. It is calculated there were 4,000 car- 
riages used in this way in Florence during 
Saturdat night as a réfuge for the ladies, 
who were driven in them to the open places 
of the city.

Western Sheep Men Barred Out of Bear 
River Grazing Grounds. 

Denver, Colo., May 22.—[{Special.]—War 
has been declared between the cattle men of 
Colorado and the sheep men of Wyoming. 
Regular patrol has been established and 
armed forces are now on the border. Ata 
mass-meeting of citizens presided over by 
Senator Graham resolutions which had been 
first adopted by the Stock Feeders’ Associa- 
tion were ratified unanimously.

The resolution refuses to allow sheep to 
be either grazed or driven through the coun- 
try drained by the Bear River, which in- 
cludes all the territory from the Continental 
Divide west to Utah, a distance of 150 miles.

The scene enacted in the assembly this 
morning in which a collection was taken for 
the benetit of missionary candidates was quite 
as unusual as it was successful. It showed at 
least the practical benevolence of the minis- 
ters and elders present. The predominance 
of gifts from “‘liberal’’ men and churches 
was remarked by some of the Commissioners, 
and also the fact that the largest subscrip- 
tions came from the East. 

The great success of the meeting held last 
night in the interest of home missions caused 
the inauguration of an overflow mecting to- 
night in the Second Church at which several 
foreign missionaries spoke, 

The announcement was made by the Mod. 
erator that he had appointed as the additional 
members of the committee to confer with the 
Theological Seminaries Dr. F. C. Monfort of 
Cincinnati, the Rev. W. H. Hubbard of Au- 
burn, N. Y¥.; James A. Beaver of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Judge C, E. Vanderburgh of Min. 
neapoiis, and to fill vacancies in the same 
committee Dr. George W. F. Birch of New 
York, Judge Robert H. Hinckley of Philadel. 
phia, and Judge Thomas Ewingof Pittsburg. 
To the committee on conference with Lane 
Seminary Dr. Joho I. Blackburn of Covington, 
Ky., was appointed to replace Dr. Birch of | 
New York. 

Iuformation was asked for concerning a 
Rev. Andrew Parsons, who will hear some. 
thing to his advantage by making his identity 
known to the Moderator of the assembly. 

Judge Hinckley, who was appointed to the 
committee of conference with the seminaries, 
presented a resolution stating that there was 
a strong feeling that Union Theological 
Seminary in New York had done a wrong to 
the church in taking out its property which 
really belonged tothe church, His reso.u- 
tion embodied a request to the committee to 
inquire into the rightsof the Presbyterian 
Church in the property of Union Seminary 
and to report what steps be taken to enforce 
these rights. On motion the resolution was 
referred to the committee. 

Dr. George W. Chalfant of Pittsburg pre- 
sented a report on the work of the Board of 
Foreign Missions. He reported receipts of 
$865,709 and a deficit of $212,991. From 
the Women’s Boards $309,751 had been re- 
ceived and from the churches $286,392. Tne 


expenditures ainounted to $937,802, of which 


the expenses of administration amounted toa 
little over $60,000. The responsibility for 
the existence of the board’s debt was laid 
upon the churches which have not contrib- 
uted. He recommended that the amount to 
be raised be increased by at least 20 per cent 
over last year. It was also recominended that 
members of the board be reé!eected. Among 
those thus recommended were W. A. Booth, 
father of the Moderator; E. M. Kingsley, 
Treasurer of Union Seminary; and Dr. John 
Balcom Shaw, a director in the same institu- 
tion. When the names were read a demon- 
stration similar to that of yesterday was ex- 
pected by many, butitdid not come. Sub- 
scriptions made toward the debt of the board 
exceeded $4,000. 

The first report of the Committee on Edu- 
cation recom mended that $150.000 be raised 
for educational purposes during the next year, 
and the board was directed to report whether 
students might be required to spend a year in 
missionary work after graduation before en- 
tering upon a regular charge. This suggestion 
was carried further by Dr. White of Colum- 
bus, who proposed that a term of service 
should be required of ail students aided by 
the board, so that they should render an 
equivalent for the aid received, 

he report of the Board of Aid for Colleges 
showed receipts of $119,627 and the expendi- 
tures $114,000. Aid to the extent of $26,- 
OOO was ete to colleges and academies 
whose total valuation. was over $1,000,000. 
Again complaint was made of non-contribu- 
ting churches. It was recommended that 
$150,000 be raised during the next year and 
that the Sunday, after the day of pray- 
er for colleges be demgnated as education 
day in the interests of this board,

New Orleans, La., May 22.—[Special.]—On 
the application of the Charente Steamship 
company of Liverpool Judge Swayne in the 
United States Circuit Court today issued an 
emnibus injunction against A. Castring and 
others restraining them from interfering 
with the discharge or loading of the com- 
pany’s vessels. The injunction was based 
upon the recent attacks on the part of the 
white ‘longshoremen of Gretna upon the ne- 
groes employed in working the steamship 
Orion.

Chief Badenoch Exhibits a Trophy of the 
Arrest of Card Sharks. 

Two notorious card sharps, Charles, alias 
‘‘Shorty,”’ Dunn, alias Davis; and Frank 
White were arrested yesterday by Detectives 
Meyer and McKeough, one of them aftera 
hard chase through a Jackson street saloon. 
The detectives also captured a complete 
‘‘ crooked ”’ faro layout, including a brace 
faro box and a pack’of “ strippers.’’ The 
men were walking along Wabash avenue 
and were followed by the detectives. As 
soon as they noticed they were being fol- 
lowed they ran in a Jackson street saloon. 
One of them threw a small satchel beneath 
the bar and bolted out’of the back door, 
while the other stepped up to the bar unc@n- 
cernedly and ordered a drink. Meyer arrest- 
ed the man at the bar, while McKeough 
pursued the other through the alley, and 
finally captured him in the street. The men 
were taken to the Central Station and the 
faro outfit was confiscated and taken to In- 
spector Shea. The Inspector sent for Chief 
Badenoch and.the latter examined the faro 
box with its secret springs with considerable 
curiosity. The Chief seemed impressed by 
the paraphernalia and in turn took it to 
Mayor Swift. 

“You can see how hard it is to suppress 
gambling,” he said to his Honor, “whena 
man can carry an entire faro bank in a 
sinall satchel, such as a man would take for 
a dgy’s outing. Why, a man could move 
about with such a gambling house from 
hotel to hotel and no one would be the wiser 
for it. 

‘*‘And here is the most ingenious contriv- 
ance I ever saw,’’ added the Chief, at the 
same time exhibiting the polished ‘‘brace’’ 
faro-box. 

‘What is that?’’ asked the Mayor.’ 

“Why, don’t you know? It’sa ‘brace’ box, 
and a man who goes against this stands no 
more show of winning than a Democrat 
would fm solving the silver question.”’ 

The Mayor asked how the contrivance was 
operated. The Chief tried to show its se- 
cret springs, but when he came to work the 
“case’’ cards he found he knew as little 
about the game asthe Mayor.

"DEATH IN ITS PATH. 
SF OF p THE EAST-BOUND FREIGHT 
POOL LIKELY TO EBB OUT SOON. 


Every Indication That the Herculean Efforts 


of the Vanderbilts to Keep the Compact 
Up Will Fail Within a Month—Passenger 
Agents of Transcontinental Roads Will 
Try in Chicago Today to Form a New 
Assopiation—Other } News Gleaned from 


the Railway Offices. 
Notwithstanding the herculean efforts 
made by thé managers of the Vanderbilt 
jines to prolong the life of the east-bound 
freight (pool from Chicago to New York 
there is every indication that it will not be 
in existence a month from now. The per- 
sistent cutting of rates from Peoria, Bloom- 
ington, East St. Louis, and other junction 
points southwest from Chicago has inflicted 
great injury upon the interests of this city, 
and several of the east-bound roads besides 
the Grand Trunk have become weary of 
maintaining rates from Chicago, while no 
‘effort is. made to maintain them from other 
points. Reports were current yesterday 
that permission had been granted to one or 
two of the Chicago east-bound roads to cut 
sates from this city east to enable them to 
get even with the percentage and thus avoid 
“eash payments to make good shortages. 
This plan of evening up percentages has 
‘peen tried freque ntly during the last few 
months and provéd a complete failure, and 
few, if any, of the roads are willing to try it 
over again. The fact has been well estab- 
lished that it is impossible to maintain an 
east-bound pool from Chicago and let the 
rates be cut from other points. Those in 
favor of the pool say the reason for estab- 
lishing a pool from Chicago and not from 
other points is that it is easier to enforce a 
1 from this city and they hoped by mak- 
ing the Chicago pool a success to get the 
lines from other points to join in a similar 
agreement. As- the whole interior of Illi- 
nois is gridironed with railroads which cross 
each other in all directions there is no pos- 
sible chance of ever establishing or enforc- 
ing a pool from points west and southwest 
from Chicago, and especially not as long as 
there is so little business to be moved, and 
many of the roads are compelled to earn 
enough ‘money to make both ends meet. 
Judging by present indications east-bound 
freight rates from Chicago will take quite a 
tumble befgre another week has passed.

Transcontinental Lines Meet in Chairman 
Caldwell’s Office Today.

Indiana Farmer on the Wheat Market. 
Romney, Ind., May 21.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. |—What is the matter with your weather 


man in Chicago? 
Yesterday his report reads: “For Indiana, 
fair, warmer in northern portion, cooler in ex- 
treme southern portion. variable winds.” We 
are here on nearly parallel 40. Yesterday the 
wind came steadily from the northwest and blew 
an icy blast. This morning ice was formed an 
eighth of an inch thick and everything out doors 
was white with frost. We have been having 
frost nearly every morning for ten days past, and 
that of last night was as destructive as any pre- 


ing. 

A day or two agoI readin Tue Tripune that 
some cheerful idiot on the Board of Trade had 
already figured out a crop of corn for this season 
of 2,000,000,000 of bushels, and another of the 
same kind (short likeiy) announced that “condi- 
tions for & reat coru crop were never more fa- 
vorable,’ pan ‘hat is the fact? Simply that corn 
has in the great surplus States made no progress 
at all and two-thirds of May are already gone. 
It is ideal weather for cutworms and like indus- 
trious vermin; as poor as possible for the growth 
of vegetation. 

I nen been a farmer here for fifty years. Per- 
haps some weatheg experiences in that time may 
have a tendency to correcta little of that ex- 
huberent fancy through which the speculator 
sees only that which he wishes to see, looking 
alternately through either end of his telescope, 
as he happens to c long or short. In 18551 had 
corn knee high June 1 and on June 4 it was lying 
flat on the ground, black and dead, All wheat in 
biocom was ruined—acres which promised twenty 
or thirty bushels remained uncut.

NEW BROUM TO SWEEP 


KENT HIRES TEAMS TO OLEAN NORTH 
AND WEST SIDE STREETS. 


This Morning They Will Begin Hustling 
on the Macadamized Ways — Regular 
Force on the South Side Will Work 
from the Second Ward=—Reynolds Is Re- 
ceiving Letters’ from Various Cities on 
the Matter of Disposing of Garbage— 
His Report Deferred, 

Commissoner: of Public Works Kent en- 
gaged a number of teams yesterday that will 
be put at work this morning cleaning the 
macadamized streets of the North and West 
Sides. This work is to be pushed as rapid- 
ly.as possible. The forces on the South Side 
will work from the Second Ward south, and 
in order to economize the foremen of the 
Street Department will superintend the 
street cleaning gangs as well as their regu- 
lar men. 

Supt. Rhode of the Street and Alley Clean- 
ing Bureau has proposed a system by which 
each foreman reports to him each night the 
names of the men in his gang and the num- 
ber of hours each man works each day. 
Each employé is given a blank upon which 
he keeps the record of the number of hours 
he works each day. These reports are 
turned in the first and middJe of each month 
and are a check on the report of the fore- 
man, 

Until the committee of the Civic Federa- 
tion can reach some definite plan for the 
cleaning of streets of the First Ward a con- 
ference will not be held with Supt. Rhode. 
The committee is now engaged in the formu- 
lation of a scheme wherein the city will be 
permitted to take part. 

Commissioner of Health Reynolds, in com- 
pliance with an order of the Co uncil, has 
written letters to various large cities ask- 
ing for information concerning the process 
in vogue for disposing of garbage. Yester- 
day letters were received from six different 
places. In Boston no definite system 15 
used. In Philadelphia the garbage is cre- 
mated, but the communication from the 
Commissioner of Health at that place does 
not say in what manner. In Minneapolis 
the crematory system has been tried, but 
not with success, and at present the garbage 
is hauled fifteen miles out of town. In St. 
Louis the disposition is made by contraet 
by a concern that reduces it toa fertilizer, 
while in Milwaukee the “ Merz’”’ system of 
steaming refuse and reducing it toa fertil- 
izer has been operated with success. The 
report to the Council from ¢ ‘ommissioner 
Reynolds will not be made until other cities 
that have been written for information on 
this particular subject have been heard 
fron.

It is the intention 
to invite a number of the prominent public- 
spirited citizens who are in so great a meas-~ 
ure responsible for the success of the 
World’s Fair to be present, with the Drain- 
age Trustees, railroad officials, and others 
interested. .There is a movement on foot 
looking to the location of the Field Colum- 
bian Museum, the Crerar Library Building, 
and a number of other permanent struct- 
ures in the proposed park. D. H. Burnham, 
who was so prominently connected with the 
World's Fair, has become interested in the 
proposed park, and it is said a number of 
leading men have signified a willingness to 
sive their time and money to the enterprise. 
The engineering features connected with the 
filling of the basin will be fully explained at 
the conference. 

A strong pressure is being brought upon 
the Mayor to induce him to veto the order 
directing the Commissioner of Public Works 
to have Battery D and the Second Regiment 
Armory removed from the Lake-Front. The 
Mayor, it is understood, is undecided as to 
what he will do. 

Ald. Coughlin, who seems to have fathered 
the fight of those interested in keeping the 
armories where they are, declared yester- 
day he would take steps looking to the re- 
moval of the Art Institute if the city forced 
the removal of Battery D and the Second 
Regiment Armory.

STAMPEDE AT ROBY. 


TWO THOUSAND PEOPLE FLY FROM 
THE BETTING RING. 


They Lose Their Heads Under a False Cry 
That the Sheriffs Are Ready to Raid 
the Track=Fears Prove Groundless, 
However, and Absolute Quiet Is Ke- 
stored=Onyx Breaks His Neck=—Jockey 
Cratty Injured=First Meeting of the 
Hammond Fair Association a Success, 

* Get out! The Sheriffs are coming!” was 
the cry which echoed down the betting ring 
at Roby yesterday. 

In a flash every bookmaker on the east 
side of the ring threw down his. board, his 
clerks jumped over the box into the crowd, 
and 2,000 excited people, massed together in 
the pit, made a wild stampede toward the 
track and away from the direction of the 
supposed raid. Through the open doors 
poured the mass of humanity out to the 
brick flat, while many of the more excited 
ones jumped the five-foot wire fence and 


made haste across the track to the infield. 


The track officials and some ipf the cooler 
headed bookmakers attempted to quiet the 
people, but it was fully five nginutes before 
the frightened ones gained ome that 
no raid was on. And then eVerybody won- 
dered what was the matter. * 

There was not the least occagion for alarm 
or reason for the stampede. ° Sheriff B. F. 
Hayes of Lake County and William Bartel 
appeared at Roby’s gates at 245 p..m., while 
the bookmakers were doing arushing busi- 
ness 6n the second race. S@mebody from 
Hammond recognized the Sheriff, and tak- 
ing it for granted that a forge of deputies 
was outside the inclosure rah like a wild 
man to the betting ring and Bave the false 
but effective alarm. 

Sheriff Hayes’ visit was for the sole pur- 
pose of serving four warrants quietly and 
having those arrested give proper bonds, 
William Bartel, an old German carpenter 
living at Hammond, visited the track May 8, 
the day before the. breeders’ meeting was 
discontinued, and purchased a ticket in four 
different books. That night he swore out 
four warrants and went with Sheriff Hayes 
the next day to identify the men and have 
the warrants served. Bartel could not iden- 
tify his men that day, but thought he could 
yesterday and the visit was made. After 
business had been resumed when the panic 
was over officials of the track volunteered 
to aid the Sheriff in getting hismen. Bartel 
pointed out Charles Jackson, Harry C. Mc- 
Clure, Al Schloss, and William Allen as the 
men who sold him the tickets. The parties 
named quietly went into the private office 
of the association, where Sheriff Hayes ac- 
cepted $100 cash bonds in each case for their 
appearance at Crown Point this morning. 
Charles Meier, manager of the Hammond 
Fair Association, furnished the bonds. 

Onyx Falls and Breaks His Neck. 

The second feature of the day was an ac- 
cident in the last race, wherein the Onyx 
Stable’s chestnut gelding Onyx stumbled 
when nearing the last furlong post in the 
stretch and broke his neck. His jockey, 
Cratty, was thrown to the track and 
stunned, but was not seriously injured, al- 
though it was feared at first he might die, 
Iie was carried into a house, regained con- 
sciousness, and a physician was summoned, 

Barring the stampede and the accident, 
the 3,000 people who went out witnessed ex- 
cellent races on a good track and with the 
weather perfect. Exciting finishes were the 
order of the day. Favorites won the three 
odd-numbered races, while outsiders capt- 
ured the two even-numbered events. The 
winners were: Toano [Morris], 2 to 1; Helen 
Wren [Sullivan], 15 to 1; Ardelle [Feeney], 
8 to 5: Katie B. [C. Lew], 8 to 1, and Spendo- 
line [J. Davis}],2to1. The bookmakers were 
hit hard by the three winning favorites, and 
likewise got a severe shock onthe S&S tol out- 
sider, Katie B., who was played down from 
10 to 1 to 6 to 1, then went back to 8. The 
bookmakers thought Katie had no license to 
win and stood up under a comparatively 
strong and popular play. 

Twenty bookmakers drew in as follows: 
Cash & Co., Eagle club, H. Froelich & Co., 
Daly & Co., Flanagan & Co., Alabama club, 
Db. M. Hogan & Co., Arkansas club, Mc- 
Whorter & Co, St. Paul club, Elgin club, 
Akron club, Smith & Perry, Hughes & Co., 
Derby club, Cincinnati club, J. J. O’ Neill, 
J. E. Stone & Co., Hickory club, and New 
York club. There was no combination book, 
while over in the old foreign ring auction 
pools could be purchased. They did not prove 
popular, however, with the crowd, which 
paid its undivided attention to the book- 
makers: 

Starter Dwyer’s work with the flag was 
exceptionally good. All the fields were large 
and he dispatched them fairly and quickly. 


How the Five Races Were Run. 

Toano was a 3 to 2 and 2 to 1 favorite all 
the time in the first event, with a strong play 
on Wightman at 2 and 2%,tol. Tom Sayre 
at 5 to 1and imp. Bimboat 6to1 helped split 
up the betting. Wightman got off in front, 
but fell back to fourth, where he finished. 
Bimbo was second and Toano third at the 
start, but Toano took the lead at once and 
was never headed, finishing two-lengths in 
front of Tom Sayre, who beat imp. Bimboa 
like distance for the place. 

In the second race Domfnico opened at 8 
to 5 and was beaten down to evens play. 
Imp. Ruthven’s price fell from 6s to 5s, Satel- 
lite’s from Ss to 6s, while Czsar’s was un- 
changed at Gs. Dominico was off nearly last 
in a good start, with imp. Ruthven setting 
the pace almost to the wire. Helen Wren, 
off eighth, ran easy and did not come out un- 
til well into the stretch, when she came like 
the wind. It was a driving finish between 
Helen Wren, Sister Florence, and imp. Ruth- 
ven, as named, heads apart. 

Ardelle ruled. the 3 to 2 and 8 to i favorite 
in the third event, his price being held up 
even on a strong play by good commissions 
on Security and Cassie Neil at 7to2. Addie 
Me.’s price fell from 8 to 7to1. Security led 
at the start, with Ardelle second and Addie 
Me. third. So they ran into the stretch. Ar- 
delle, Addie Mc., Security, Charlie Daly, and 
Pert came under the wire ina hot finish in 
the order named less than half a length 
apart. 

The fourth race developed a good thing in 
the Portland Stable’s Katie B., who opened 
at 10 to 1, was steadily beaten down to 6 to 
1, and went to the post at8tol. There was 
a heavy play on Mordotte at 3 to 2 and 8 to 
5b, also Chiswell at 4 to 1.

Mrs. Celia P. Wooley, 
the mover of the amendment carried Satur- 
day, agreed to the latter proposition, but 
argued against the former. A warm discus- 
sion followed, There was a spirit of modera- 
tion, however, shown on both sides and the 
result was a compromise, which, nevertheless, 
is regarded as a victory by those who insist 
on “reciprocal advantage.’’ The by-law, 
which was adopted with substantial unanimi- 
ty, now reads: 

Qualification for membership shall be char- 
acter, intelligence, and the reciprocal advantage 
to the club and the individual, without regard to 
race, color, religion, or politics. 

This is regarded as a substantial settlement 
of the color controversy, though the entire 
question is apt to come up for reconsideration 
when the constitution is voted on as a whole, 

As an outgrowth of the color issue there has 
been much discussion on the powers of the 
Membership committee. By the old constitu- 
tion an.applicant for membership was at the 
mercy of three black balls. The outcome has 
been a general sentiment favoring a_ lim ita- 
tion of its power. The Committee on Re- 
vision of Constitution recommended that ‘‘a 
two-thirds vote by ballot of the Board of Man- 
agers shall be required to admit to member- 
ship.”” On the ‘other hand, many members 
favored inaking the Membership committee 
subordinate to the club. The result was the 
passing of this amendiment: 

The Standing Committee on Membership shall 
have charge of ail business pertaining to the ad- 
mission of candidates to membership. It shall, 
through its Chairman, report at each regular 
meeting of the club. 

Will Welcome the Press. 


‘he dissatisfaction of many members with 
the attitude of the club towards the press re- 
sulted in a motion to adda Press committee 
to the list of stanaing committees, The mo- 
tion was carried and the «discussion showed 
that there will be a radical change in the by- 
laws when the section relating to the press is 
reached.

Inspector Adams and the Mayor Have an 
Understanding. 

Mayor Swift and Smoke Inspector Adams 
reached an understanding yesterday in ref- 
erence to the continuing of suits instituted 
against the owners of buildings who violate 
the ordinance regarding the smoke nuis- 
ance.

The 
Inspector started out and collected evidence 
and had the City Prosecutor commence a 
number of cases. One was against the pro- 
prietors of Gore’s Hotel. When the case 
was called in the police court Mr. Adams 
asked for a continuance. This the City 
Prosecutor did not like and he brought the 
matter to the attention of the Mayor. It 
seems Mayor Swift sent for Inspector 
Adams and told him the City Prosecutor 
would conduct the prosecutions and after 
he had turned the evidence over to the Law 
Department his duties ended. Mr. Adams 
explained that his reason for asking to have 
the case continued was that the hotel peo- 
ple had taken steps to remedy the evil. 

A test was made yesterday afternoon of 
the Manhattan Furnace company’s smoke- 
consuming device at James 8. Kirk & Co.’s 
factory. The smoke consumer has been in 
operation three weeks and the trial of yes- 
terday was a formal one made before Smoke 
Inspector Adams. The eighteen furnaces 
were forced to their full capacity, about 100 
tons of soft coal being consumed during the 
day. At times there was no perceptible 
amount of smoke issuing from the tall 
chimney, which in former days was the 
worst “‘ smoker” in'town. Occasionally a 
light gray smoke issued from the smoke- 
stack, but not for long. From the roof of 
the Masonic Temple it was scarcely per- 
ceptible at any time.
